EGYPTIAN  NEWSPAPER S  REGARDING  THE 
SUDAN

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Th©  annual  report  of  the  Governor- General 
of  the  tudan  and  the  British  High  CorrJLssioner, 
regarding  the  budan  affairs  (this  report  is  not 
available  in  Egypt  at  this  ti  e)  has  cause  a  good 
deal  of  edi  orial  comasont  by  the  papers* 

Many  of  these  papers  known  as  favoring  the 
Wakfs  Part  are  a&kia^  political  oapital  from  certain 
parts  of  the  report  especially  that  dealing  with  the 
cotton  growing  area  of  the  Gczira,  In  an  editorial 
dated  September-  1st  A1  Balagh,  a  native  arable 
paper*  states  that  the  British  would  like  to  sell 
their  interests  in  the  Qfslrt  seheme  to  the  Egyptians* 
It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the  construction  of  a 
dam  at  Hebei  Awalla,  by  the  Egyptian  Go  Vermont  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  Egypt  with  ©inner  water 
would  also  be  used  by  the  Sudan  Government  to  bring 
tinder  irrigation  a  large  amount  of  land  located 
roste  of  the  T.hite  Hilo#  It  is  el  together  likely 
that  if  such  a  don  was  constructed  it  would  provide 
not  only  water  necessary  for  Egypt*  s  summer  cultivation 
but  would  also  sup  ly  water  for  additional  land,  in 
the  Sudan*  The  cotton  of  the  Sudan  requires  water 
from  September  to  April  while  the  cotton  of  Egypt 
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requires  water  from  April  to  September.  jy  utilizing 
the  dan  the  year  around,  it  Is  therefore  possible 
that  suck  a  plan  could  to  worked  out.  while  a  dari 
at  Gebel  Awalia  would  ensure  hgypt 1  s  supply  of  sUBtr.er 
water,  it  might  also  open  up  additional  area  in  the 
bud  an.  ike  Egyptians  ta*ce  the  position  that  they 
have  rather  to  do  without  the  supply  of  water  iron 
this  cUl  than  to  face  t  ie  competition  coming  from 
new  area  opened  in  the  Sudan.  l‘he  editorial  referred 
to  above  is  a9  follows : 

ni'he  Governor-General  of  the  Sudan  in  his 
report  recently  published  in  London  admits  in  plain 
words  that  the  Go sir  a  Scheme  has  proved  a  failure, 
that  there  is  no  hope  of  its  success  and  that  there¬ 
fore  it  should  be  regarded,  on  the  whole,  as  a 
liability  to  be  liquidated  gradually,  ihe  Governor^ 
General  furtner  abates  that  the  failure  ef  the 
G-ezira  scheme  has  completely  changed  the  financial 
question  in  the  bu&an. 

11  Our  Load  correspondent  learns  that  the 
Governor -General  has  a  complementary  opinion  to  those 
declarations  which  opinion  is  not  announced  in 
his  report,  narely,  to  transfer  the  Gezira  Scheme 
and  the  llakwar  "a  to  jypt.  .his  inportant  inform¬ 
ation  announced  by  the  Governor -General  In  his 
report  confirms  the  several  rumours  which  hitherto 
have  been  circulated  about  the  failure  of  agriculture 
in  the  Gezira  and  also  confirm  the  fact  which  vr  s 
previously  unknown  to  the  bullish  that  the  soil  of  * 
the  Gezira  is  unsuitable  either  for  agriculture  or 
for.  irrigation,  hence  the  (  ©zira  ... ohene  has  oecn 
definitely  destined  to  failure  and  Sir  John  Loader 
Jdaffoy,  the  Governor*  -one  al  of  the  J  udan,  has  boon 
at  last  obliged  to  declare  that  the  tteko  '.©  sho-ald 
be  regarded  as  a  liability  to  be  liquidate,-. 

"It  can  therefore  be  said  that  all  hopes 
which  i;b©  English  had  attached  to  the  Gezira  scheme 
h&ve  been  frustrates  and  all  the  money  which  they 
had  s:ent  on  reclamation  and  on  the  construction  of 
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the  Iiadwar  dan,  am* unting  to  something  in  the 
neighboiho  :d  of  twenty  nlllion  pounds,  has  been 
wasted.  It  is  not,  however,  improbable  that  Sir  J. 

L.  tiaffey  should  think,  as  our  London  ooru  c  a  ..•ou¬ 
st  ate  s,  of  transferring  the  Gezira  boheu  a  id  the 
abwar  &  a  to  Egypt  i.e.  of  sell  in;,  lien  Co  yp~  in 
consideration  of  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  amount 
of  loss  eu stained  by  the  English*  Fer  Egypt  is, 
in  their  view,  a  ztilch  oow  ifchich  should  pay  losses 
when  there  are  losses  but  which  ahouldl-e  turned  away 
when  there  are  profits  or  when  there  is  a  distant 
likelihood  of  any  profits  to  be  forthcoming,  Ic  it 
therefore,  strange  that  the  English  should  urge 
Egypt  to  Construct  the  Gebel  Awlia  dam  in  the  hope 
that  the  Sudan  nay  find  in  it  and  in  the  lands 
lying  t©  the  West  of  the  White  Nile  a  scheme  to 
compensate  the  Makwar  dam?  And  is  it  therefore, 
strange  that  the  English  should  find  in  get  ±n& 

Egypt  to  construct  the  Gebel  Awlia  dan  at  the  present 
time,  a  remedy  for  this  failure  and  its  bitter 
effect  on  English  financiers  and  Imperialists?  And 
is  it  therefore  strange  that  the  English  should 
ind  in  the  construction  of  the  Gebel  Awalia  da: 
at  the  present  tiise  a  moans  by  which  to  save 
the  Sudan  and  the  Sudanese  from  the  danger  threaten¬ 
ing  them,  seeing  that  if  the  said  dam  is  constructed, 
the  Sudar:  Government  will  get  about  two  million 
pounds  as  compensation  for  the  laid  which  will  be 
submerges  with  water  from  the  dam  and  Egypt  will 
spend  in  the  Sudan  a  large  sum  of  money  which* 
according  to  the  e stir: ate s  of  the  present  Egyptian 
Ministry  of  Public  Works,  will  not  exceed  three 
million  pounds  but  which,  according  to  reliable 
authorities,  will  amount  to  over  seven  nlllion  pounds? 

*T‘his  is  the  Sudan  for  the  retention  of  which 
they  broke  down  negotiations  with  the  Egyptian  official 
delegation  last  summer  thereby  del£&  in&  the  settlement 
01  the  -.gvilan  question. 

11  It  is  to  be  wondered  what  they  thinfc  now 
of  the  Sudan  and  of  turning  away  the  Egyptians  from  it. 
Do  they  consider  that  the  question  was  one  of  financial 
elicitation  and  that  the  failure  of  this  exploitation 
necessitates  now  that  they  should  change  their  policy 
with  regard  to  the  Sudan?  Or  do  they  consider  that 
the  question  was  not  only  one  of  financial  exploitation 
but  was  also  one  of  establishing  an  empire  in  the 
heart  of  Africa  and  s©  will  insist  on  their  policy? 

The  reply  to  these  questions  cannot  be  knowi  now 
but  will  be  knowi  in  the  coming,  days. 
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"That  JS&ypt  should  buy  the  Gozira  scheme 
and  the  Eakwar  dam  Is  a  matter  which  It  is  advisable 
for  the  English  not  to  think  of  before  they  think 
of  evacuating  the  Sudan* : 

A  different  view  of  the  Sudan  report  is 
taken  by  the  All  Abram,  in  an  editorial  of  cpfc ember 
1st.  Ibis  pa.  or  oo.no 3  out  that  w  lie  1;  vr.ir. 
is  not  a  success  under  the  present  management 
that  it  would  be  sucees3ful  if  the  Egyptian  fellah 
(peasant  farmer)  wei’e  allowed  to  c  Itivite  the  land, 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  doubt  as  to  wn ether  the 
Egyptian  fellah  would  be  induced  to  the  Gezira  even 
if  he  was  allowed  jo  take  over  the  lanole  sene  :e. 

This  is  only  one  of  the  many  difficulties  that  will 
have  to  be  overcome*  in  order  to  brin 
fro  a  the  native  of  the  Sudan  to  that  of  the  f fyptian. 
While  this  paper  Is  raor  »  mild  in  its  comments  on 
the  Sudan  question  it  nevertheless  stands  firm  on 
the  proposition  that  the  Sudan  should  be  a  p&rt 
of  E  ypt.  this  no  doubt  explain®  its  objec  in 
wanting  to  colonize  ,Uc)  )tiana  in  t  ie  Gezira  area. 

If  E^ypt  were  able  to  use  the  Sudan  as  an  outlet 
for  its  increasing  papula tio  1,  it  would  have  a  stron^

and  the  same  .life,  ’he  say  the  above  on  the  occasion 
of  the  annual  report  submitted  by  Sir  John  Loader 
Jf  ffey,  the  Governor-General  of  the  Sudan  on  the 
situation  in  the  Sudan  in  1930  and  the  difficulties 
e  -perience  i  with  regard  to  the  Gezira  Sche  .e.  This 
report  was  confirmed  by  ir  Percy  Loraine. 

"Sir  haffey  says  in  his  report  that  confidence 
in  the  Gezira  Cotton  Scheme  with  which  the  prosperity 
of  the  Government  is  so  elosoly  bound  up  has  been 
temporarily  shaken,  partly  owing  to  the  s lump  in 
prices,  but  mainly  owing  to  the  low  average  yield, 
which  has  begun  o  cast  a  doubt  as  to  the  ability 
of  the  Gezira  area  to  produce  a  c  op  profitably 
and  saleable  at  any  but  nueh  high  prices  than  those 
that  -  ey  ar  entitled  to  expect. 

"Despite  the  for-  going  the  repor1  refers 
wi  li  a  certain  amount  of  opt  iris  to  the  '  ndeavours 

. 

3tatos  .hat  it  wouldbe  unsound  to  base  calculations 
on  two  bad  years  and  ignore  the  fact  that  the  average 
result  of  the  whole  period  of  the  Gezira  Scheme  had 
been  such  as  to  justify  t  e  anticipation  of  a  yield 
sufficient  to  mare  it  se^i-supportin,  . 

”  Tese  are  the  reasons  hi oh  the  competent 
author!  ies  in  the  Sudan  consider  as  being  responsible 
fa-  the  difficulties  which  have  confronted  them  in  the 
elocution  of  the  Gezira  scheme  and  other  schemes. 

.o  nay  not  be  mistaken  if  we  add  another  reason,  namely, 
the  scarcity  of  labor  and  the  lack  of  agricultural  ex¬ 
perience  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Sudan. 

In  other  words,  had  the  Egyptian  fellha  bean  workln  there 
the  situation  would  not  have  ee.i  as  it  is  today. 

W©  do  not  mean  that  the  Egyptian  fellah  can  render 
possible  what  is  .  ee  nically  impossible  but  we  mean  that 
the  existence  ©f  the  Egyptian  fellah  in  the  udan  would 
be  one  of  the  factors  of  success  and  would  assist  towards 
the  realisation  of  whatever  agricultural  schemes  may  be 
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fly  awn  up  by  experts.  Vhat  cor  fir*  •  ov.r  ar  Trie  1 
the  fact  that  the  report  does  not  attribute  failure 
to  natural  causes  which  cannot  be  svrsmted  but 
attributes  it  to  ordinary  factors. 

"Despite  the  non-employment  of  modem  scientific 
agricultural  methods  and  despite  the  fact  that  the 
present  methods  of  agriculture  are  practically  the  same 
as  those  employed  hundreds  ef  years  ape  Egypt  has  l  sen 
able  to  maintain  the  good  quaL  ity  of  her  crops  and  the 
high  average  yield  of  her  land,  thanks  to  the  energy  and 
painstaking  qualities  of  the  Egyptian  fellah*  It  is 
beyond  any  dispute  that  there  is  nobody  mere  capable 
than  the  Egyptian  fellah  to  work  the  land  of  the 
Rtidan  and  this  Is  due  to  the  similarity  of  the  weather 
and  the  nuture  of  the  land  of  the  two  cou. .tries#  And 
now  can  we  say  that  Brish  statesmen  wish  to  correct 
their  mistake  which  they  coiiirdtted  in  1924  as  a  result 
ct  the  regrettable  events  #1  ich  took  place  in  the  regime 
of  the  Vafdish  Cabinet  which  was  then  in  office? 

And  wan  we  say  that  the  experiment  of  the  last  few  years 
has  proved  that  the  construction  and  prosperity  of 
the  Sudan  is  badly  in  need  of  Egyptian  workmen? 

*We  cannot  ive  a  definite  aswer  to  These 
.  hope  that  British  statesmen  wi  11 

take  these  considerations  into  account  when  the  time 
comes  for  negotiations  and  agreement  between  the 
Egyptian  end  British  Governments  on  the  Sudan  question.” 

In  a  lengthy  editorial  dated  September  2nd 
A1  Abram,  the  largest  Arabic  newspaper  in  the  world 

reviews  the  history  of  the  Go  sir  a  cotton  growing  area 

and  points  out  the  enthusiasm  displayed  by  the 

British  regarding  this  project  ®-n<3  contrasts  it  vi  th 

present  conditions  as  reported  by  the  Governor- 

General.  'There  is  no  doubt  that  the  }  n  list  have 

suffered  a  bitter  disappointment  and  that  this  will 

have  an  influence  upon  the  future  of  the  Sudan  but 

it  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  that  they  *  11  rake

natural  that  the  Egyptian  newspapers  and  Egyptian 
public  in  ,eneral  should  rejoice  at  tne  failure  oh 
the  Gezira  scheme,  the,,  were  told  aid  lea  to  believe 
that  an  increase  in  the  Sudaa.  would  mean  keen  compe¬ 
tition  in  the  field  of  long  staple  cot  on.

“The  Gezira  scheme  may  conceivably  for  many 
years  have  to  he  regarded  on  the  whole  as  a 
liability  to  be  liquidated  by  annual  subsidies 
not  only  from  direct  reoeipts  attributable 
to  the  scheme  but-  also  from  the  Government ’  a 
non  ial  adiaini  stra  t  i ve  revenui  . 

’’All  this  indicates  to  what  great  extent  both 

the  Government  and  tine  people  in  the  Sudan  are  suffering 
and  further  indi cates,  despite  the  Governor-General’s 
well  chosen  words,  the  failure  of  the  Gezira  Scheme  and 
the  frustration  of  the  hopes  «h  ich  had  been  inilt  on 
it  by  Ln^lisa  financiers  and  Britisn  Imperialists. 

"The  oezira  scheme  w  s  ori  .inally  based  on  the 
idea  of  the  rcclaaation  of  100, OOo  feddans  of  the  laud 
lyi  j tween  It  .it©  and  .  lue  Biles*  The  execution 
of  this  idea  was  encoura  ed  by  the  e.  peri  :ents  made  in 
1911  at  Ll-fiba  near  bad  ^euani  ©a  the  ..lue  Nile,  .he a© 
experiments  showed  that  it  was  possible  to  $row  the 
best  varieties  of  Egyptian  cotton  and  to  obtain  a  profitable 
h  yield  from  the  land  there*  Irrigation  projects  were 
thus  started  in  1914  and  it  was  then  intended  to  contract 
a  loan  of  three  million  pounds  to  meet  the  necessary 
expenditure  on  these  projects,  foork,  however,  whs  jus  ended 
owing  he  Great  War*  But  when  the  war  was  ove  And 
BritAln  emerged  victorious,  the  British  Parliament 
approved  the  issue  of  a  loan  of  six  million  pounds 
instead  of  three  million  uounus*  Of  this  loan  £4,900,  00 
was  allocated  for  the  Ge^iia  behene  and  in  the  mew  time 
it  was  decided  to  increase  the  area  from  100,000  to 
300,000  feddans* 

“This  large  c  tension  was  due  .o  the  then  existing 
market  condi tons  end  to  die  great  demand  on  the  agricultural 
products  of  the  Sudan  during  the  Great  *  ar  when  2:igypt 
used  to  import  large  quantities  ef  cereals  and  large 
numbers  of  sheeps  and  other  cattle  to  meet  the  needB  of 
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tile  laiv©  number  of  British  Troops  and  when  the  Arabian 
Peninsula  used  to  import  «als«  and  when  England  and  her 
allies  used  to  buy  cotton  and  uu  This  real  de.und 
on  the  a  Ti cultural  products  of  the  Sudan,  the  success 
of  the  C-enira  lands  in  producing  good  varieties  of  cation 
tho  hope  of  the  English  to  obtain  the  cotton  requirements 
of  their  spinning  factories  at  moderate  prices  instead  of 
paying  exorbitant  prices  for  Egyptian  cotton  a  d  their 
desire  to  open  new  fields  of  activity  for  British  capital 
andto  exploit  the  Sudan  economically  induced  the  British 
Administration  in  the  Sudan  and  British  capitalism  in 
Lo  don  to  enlarge  tho  irrigation  projects  aid  to  extend 
the  area  of  land  exploits  there.  But  the  GeziPa  land 
lias  failed  to  realise  the  big  hopes  which  had  been  built 
on  It.  It  sed  to  give  a  hi  h  ylelc  of  cotton  for  t..„o 
i  wasstill  virgin  and  strong.  But  the  yield  began 
to  decrease  from  year  to  year  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
the  soil  began  to  weaken,  so  much  so,  that  the  average 
yleldln  the  last  years  was  much  less  ihan  the  average 
yieluin  the  first  i.ew  years. 

"There  is  no  cb  ubt  that  the  Budan  is  facing  an 
acute  economic  crisis  which  will  become  more  acute  if 
cotton  price 3  continue  to  be  sj  low 4 

"Sir  John  Maffey  states  in  hisropa-  t: 

"Best  calculations  show  that  if  the  f e idan

Them  Is  no  doubt  that  the  sending  out  of 
Egyptian  troops  from  she  gudan  has  added  considcra  ly 
to  the  financial  erisis  which  is  nowbeing  experienced 
in  the  udar. .  i  la  lythe  su.  of  L.  .750,  )0 )  h  ie?:. 
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The  annual  report  of  the  Governor-General 
of  the  Sudan  and  the  British  High  Commissioner, 
regarding  the  Sudan  affairs  (this  report  is  not 
available  in  Egypt  at  this  tie }  has  cause  a  good 
deal  of  editorial  comment  by  the  papers. 

Many  of  these  papers  known  as  favoring  the 
Wakfs  Part  are  making  political  capital  from  certain 
parts  of  the  report  especially  that  dealing  with  the 
cotton  growing  area  of  the  Gezira.  In  an  editorial 
dated  September  1st  A1  Bala  h,  a  native  arable 
paper,  states  that  the  British  would  like  to  sell 
their  interests  in  the  Gezira  scheme  to  the  Egyptians, 
It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the  construction  of  a 
dam  at  Bebel  Awalia,  by  the  Egyptian  Government  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  Egypt  with  summer  water 
would  also  be  used  by  the  Sudan  Government  to  bring 
under  irrigation  a  large  amount  of  land  located 
Weste  of  the  White  Hilo.  It  is  altogether  likely 
that  if  such  a  dam  was  constructed  it  would  provide 
not  only  water  necessary  for  Egypt* s  summer  cultivation 
but  would  also  supply  water  for  additional  land  in 
the  Sudan,  The  cotton  of  the  Sudan  requires  water 
from  September  to  April  while  the  cotton  of  Egypt

requires  water  from  April  to  September,  By  utilizing 
the  dam  the  year  around,  it  is  therefore  possible 
that  such  a  plan  could  be  worked  out.  While  a  dai. 
at  Gebel  Awalia  would  ensure  Egypt1 3  supply  of  summer 
water,  it  might  also  open  up  additional  area  in  the 
Sudan*  The  Egyptians  take  the  position  that  they 
have  rather  to  do  without  the  supply  of  water  from 
this  dam  than  to  face  the  competition  coming  from 
new  area  opened  in  the  Sudan*  The  editorial  referred 
to  above  is  as  f ollows : 

”The  Governor-General  of  the  Sudan  in  his 
report  reeently  published  in  London  admits  in  plain 
words  that  the  Gezira  Scheme  has  proved  a  failure, 
that  there  is  no  hope  of  its  success  and  that  there¬ 
fore  it  should  be  regarded,  on  the  whole,  as  a 
liability  to  be  liquidated  gradually*  The  Governor - 
General  further  states  that  the  failure  of  the 
Gezira  scheme  has  completely  changed  the  financial 
question  in  the  Sudan. 

"Our  Lond  correspondent  learns  that  the 
Governor-General  has  a  complementary  opinion  to  these 
declarations  which  opinion  is  not  announced  in 
his  report,  namely,  to  transfer  the  Gezira  Scheme 
and  the  Makwar  ^a  to  Egypt.  This  important  inform¬ 
ation  announced  by  the  Governor-General  In  his 
report  confirms  the  several  rumours  which  hitherto 
have  been  circulated  about  the  failure  of  agriculture 
in  the  Gezira  and  also  confirm  the  fact  which  w  s 
previously  unknown  to  the  English  that  the  soil  of 
the  Gezira  is  unsuitable  either  for  agriculture  or 
for  irrigation.  Hence  the  Gezira  Scheme  has  been 
definitely  destined  to  failure  and  Sir  John  Loader 
Maffey,  the  Go  /ernor- General  of  the  Sudan,  lias  been 
at  last  obliged  to  declare  that  the  Scheme  should 
be  regarded  as  a  liability  to  be  liquidated. 

”It  can  therefore  be  said  that  all  hopes 
which  the  English  had  attached  to  the  Gezira  scheme 
have  been  frustrated  and  all  the  money  which  they 
had  spent  on  reclamation  and  on  the  construction  of 
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the  Madwar  dam,  amounting  to  something  in  the 
neighborhood  of*  twenty  million  pounds,  has  been 
wasted.  It  is  not,  however,  improbable  that  Sir  J. 

L.  Maffey  should  think,  as  our  London  correspondent 
states,  of  transferring  the  Gezira  Sehen  and  the 
Makwar  dan  to  Egypt  i.e.  of  selling  them  to  Egypt  in 
consideration  of  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  amount 
of  loss  sustained  by  the  English.  Per  E^ypt  is, 
in  their  view,  a  milch  cow  ikhieh  should  pay  losses 
when  there  are  losses  but  which  should.be  turned  away 
when  there  are  profits  or  when  there  is  a  distant 
likelihood  of  any  profits  to  be  forthcoming.  Is  it 
therefore,  strange  that  the  English  should  urge 
Egypt  to  aonstruot  the  Gebel  Awlia  dam  in  the  hope 
that  the  Sudan  nay  find  in  it  and  in  the  lands 
lying  to  the  West  of  the  White  Nile  a  scheme  to 
compensate  the  Makwar  dan?  And  is  it  there  ore, 
strange  that  the  English  should  find  in  get  ing 
Sg'/pt  to  construct  the  Gebel  Awlia  dan  at  the  present 
ti ne,  a  remedy  for  this  failure  and  its  bitter 
effect  on  English  financiers  and  Imperialists?  And 
is  it  therefore  strange  that  the  English  should 
ind  in  the  construction  of  the  Gebel  Awalia  dam 
at  the  present  time  a  means  by  which  to  save 
the  Sudan  and  the  Sudanese  from  the  clanger  threaten¬ 
ing  them,  seeing  that  if  the  said  dan  is  constructed, 
the  Sudai  Govern  ent  will  get  about  two  million 
pounds  as  compensation  for  the  laid  which  will  be 
submerged  with  water  from  the  dam  and  Egypt  will 
spend  in  the  Sudan  a  large  sum  of  money  which, 
according  to  the  estimates  of  the  present  Egyptian 
Ministry  of  Public  Works,  will  not  exceed  three 
million  pounds  but  which,  according  to  reliable 
authorities,  will  amount  to  over  seven  million  pounds? 

®This  i3  the  Sudan  for  the  retention  of  which 
they  broke  down  negotiations  vd  th  the  Egyptian  official 
delegation  last  summer  thereby  delqjr  ing  the  settlement 
of  the  Egyptian  question. 

"It  is  to  be  wondered  what'  they  thin£  now 

of  the  Sudan  and  of  turning  away  the  Egyptian*  from  it. 
Do  they  consider  that  the  question  was  one  of  financial 
exploitation  and  that  the  failure  of  this  exploitation 
necessitates  now  that  they  should  change  their  policy 
with  regard  to  the  Sudan?  Or  do  they  consider  that 
the  question  wa3  not  only  one  of  financial  exploitation 
but  was  also  one  of  establishing  an  empire  in  the 
heart  of  Africa  and  so  will  insist  on  their  policy? 

The  reply  to  these  questions  cannot  be  knom  now 
but  will  be* known  in  the  coning  days.

“That  Egypt  should  buy  the  Gezira  scheme 
and  the  Makwar  dam  is  a  natter  which  it  is  advisable 
for  the  English  not  to  think  of  before  they  think 
of  evacuatin'  the  Sudan, n 

A  different  view  of  the  Sudan  report  is 
taken  by  the  All  Ahram  in  an  editorial  of  September 
1st.  This  paper  points  out  that  while  the  Gezira 
is  not  a  success  under  the  present  management 
that  it  would  be  successful  if  the  Egyptian  fellah 
(peasant  farmer)  were  allowed  to  cultivate  the  land. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
Egyptian  fellah  would  be  induced  to  the  Gezira  even 
if  he  was  allowed  to  take  over  the  whole  scheme. 

This  is  ©nly  one  of  the  many  difficulties  that  will 
have  to  be  overcome,  in  order  to  bring  about  a  chan  e 
from  the  native  of  the  Sudan  to  that  of  the  Egyptian. 
While  this  paper  is  more  mild  in  its  comment 3  on 
the  Sudan  question  it  nevertheless  stands  firm  on 
the  proposition  that  the  Sudan  should  be  a  part 
of  Egypt.  This  no  doubt  explains  its  objec  in 
wanting  to  colonize  Egyptians  in  the  Gezira  area. 

If  Egypt  wore  able  to  use  tl:e  Sudan  as‘  an  outlet 
for  its  increasing  population,  it  would  have  a  stron., 
argument  for  complete  control.  The  editorial  is 
as  follows: 

"It  is  no  new  thing  to  say  that  there  is 
between  Egypt  and  the  Sudan  a  relationship  which 
cannot  be  severed.  And  it  will  be  super flaovis  if 
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we  try  here  to  prove  the  strong  and  firm  relation¬ 
ship  existing  between  ti  ese  two  sister  countries 
after  it  hasbeen  definitely  established  by  historical 
proofs  that  they  have  never  separated  from  each  other 
but  to  meet  again.  Nature  itself  has  decree  that 
the  Sudan  and  Egypt  shouldbe  one  country  or  two 
parts  complementary  to  each  other*  The  river  Nile, 
the  similarity  of  weather  and  the  nature  of  the  land 
are  factors  that  are  bound  to  make  the  two  countries 
closely  connected  with  each  other  and  live  one 
and  tho  sa::e,life.  be  say  the  above  on  the  occasi 
of  the  annual  report  submitted  by  Sir  John  Loader 
H  ffey,  the  Governor-General  of  the  Sudan  on  the 
situation  in  the  Sudan  in  1S30  and  the  difficulties 
experienced  wi  th  r  egard  to  the  Gezira  Scheme*  This 
report  was  confirmed  by  Sir  Perc,/  Loraine. 

"Sir  kaffey  says  in  his  report  that  confidence 
in  the  Gezira  Cotton  Scheme  with  which  the  prosperity 
of  the  Government  is  so  closely  bound  up  has  been 
temporarily  shauen,  partly  owing  to  the  s  lump  in- 
prices,  but  mainly  owing  to  the  low  average  yield, 
which  has  begun  to  cast  a  doubt  as  to  the  ability 
of  the  Gezira  area  to  produce  a  Cx-'op  profitably 
and  saleable  at  any  but  much  high  prices  than  those 
that  t’  ey  are  entitled  to  expect* 

"Despite  the  foregoing  the  report  refers 
with  a  certain  amount  of  optimism  to  the  endeavours 
which  are  bein^  made  to  remedy  the  situation*  It 
states  .hat  it  wouldbe  unsound  to  base  calciilations 
on  two  bad  ears  and  ignore  the  faet  that  the  avera  e 
resul  of  the  whole  period  of  the  Gezira  Scheme  had 
been  such  as  to  justify  the  anticipation  of  a  yield 
sufficient  to  make  it  se^f-su  porting* 

"  Tese  are  the  reasons  which  the  competent 
author i  ies  in  the  Sudan  consider  as  being  responsible 
far-  the  difficulties  which  have  confronted  them  in  the 
execution  of  the  Gezira  scheme  and  other  schemes, 
be  nay  not  be  mistaken  if  we  add  another  reason,  namely, 
the  scarcity  of  labor  and  the  lack  of  a  ricultural  ex¬ 
perience  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Sudan. 

In  other  words,  had  the  Egyptian  fellha  been  workin  then 
the  situation  would  not  have  eon  as  it  is  today. 

We  do  not  mean  that  the  Egyptian  fellah  can  render 
possible  what  is  tec  nically  impossible  but  we  mean  that 
the  existence  of  the  Egyptian  fellah  in  the  Sudan  would 
be  one  of  the  factors  of  success  and  would  assist  towards 
the  realisation  of  whatever  agricultural  schemes  may  be 
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drawn  up  by  experts.  What  confirms  our  ar  orient  Is 
the  fact  that  the  report  does  not  attribute  failure 
to  natural  causes  which  cannot  be  surmounted  but 
attributes  it  to  ordinary  factors. 

"Despite  the  non- employment  of  modern  scientific 
agricultural  methods  and  despite  the  fact  that  the 
present  methods  of  agriculture  are  practically  the  same 
as  those  employed  hundreds  of  years  ago  B  :ypt  lias  been 
able  to  maintain  the  good  quuL  ity  of  her  crops  and  the 
high  average  yield  of  her  land,  thank3  to  the  energy  and 
painstaking  qualities  of  the  Egyptian  fellah*  It  is 
beyond  any  dispute  that  there  is  nobody  more  capable 
than  the  Egyptian  fellah  to  work  the  land  of  the 
Sudan  and  this  is  due  to  the  similarity  of  the  Y/eather 
and  the  nature  of  the  land  of  the  two  countries.  And 
now  can  we  say  that  Brisk  statesmen  wish  to  correct 
their  mistake  which  they  com.,  it  ted  In  1924  as  a  result 
of  the  regrettable  events  which  took  place  in  the  regime 
of  the  Wafdish  Cabinet  which  was  then  in  office? 

And  wan  we  say  that  the  experiment  of  the  last  few  years 
has  proved  that  the  construction  aid  prosperity  of 
the  Sudan  is  badly  in  need  of  Egyptian  workmen? 

ttWe  cannot  ive  a  definite  aswer  to  these 
questions*  But  we  hope  that  British  statesmen  wi  11 
take  these  considerations  into  account  when  the  time 
comes  for  negotiations  and  agreement  between  the 
Egyptian  and  British  Governments  on  the  Sudan  question* n 

In  a  lengthy  editorial  dated  September  2nd 
A1  Ahrau,  the  largest  Arabic  newspaper  in  the  world 

reviews  the  history  of  the  Gezira  cotton  growing  area 

and  points  out  the  enthusiasm  displayed  by  the 

British  regarding  this  project  and  contrasts  it  ni  th 

the  present  conditions  as  repor  ed  by  the  Governor- 

General.  There  is  no  doul  t  that  the  En. lish  have 

suffered  a  bitter  disappointment  and  that  this  vri.ll 

have  an  influence  upon  the  fliture  of  the  Sudan  but 

it  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  that  they  ri  11  make 

some  use  of  the  present  outlay  of  money  and  that  the 
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whole  system  will  not  be  "junked”.  It  is  only 
natural  that  the  Egyptian  newspaxiers  and  Egyptian 
public  in  general  should  rejoice  at  the  failure  of 
the  C-ezira  scheme.  They  were  told  aid  led  to  believe 
that  an  increase  in  the  Sudan  vrould  mean  keen  compe¬ 
tition  in  the  field  of  long  staple  cotton. 

The  cotton  produced  in  the  Congo  and  the  possibilities 
of  cotton  production  in  this  area  attract  less  attention 
than  the  Sudan.  The  whole  thing  is  the  Egyptians  want 
to  sha.e  off  the  British  and  they  feel  that  an$r 
Increase  of  British  influence  in  the  Sudan  lessens 
the  influence  of  ypt.  The  editorial  fro...  A1  Ah  ram 
is  as  follows; 

”ln  19 IB  after  two  years  of  plenty  Lord 
Kitchener  stated  in  Ms  annual  report: 

"Prosperity  in  the  Sudan  has  reached,  so  great  an 
extent  that  there  is  almost  no  poor  man  in  the  Sudan. 

"And  in  1931  i.e.  after  19  years  and  after 
several  millions  of  pounds  have  been  spent  on  the 
expansion  of  agriculture,  the  execution  of  irrigation 
works  and  the  reclamation  of  the  Geziralar.ds  aid  after 
great  efforts  have  been  put  forth  to  improve  cotton 
growing  we  hear  a  tune  totally  different  from  Lord 
Kitchener's  optimistic  tunc.  Sir  John  Loader  Maffey,  • 
the  Governor-General  of  the  Sudan  and  Sir  Percy  Lorain©, 
the  High  Commissioner  paint  in  black  the  d  tuation  In 
the  Sudan  . 

"Vi/hat  a  great  difference  there  is  betwen  the 
tune  which  we  heard  yesterday  aid  the  tune  Mcii  we 

heard  only  two  years  ago  when  the  Financial  Times 
delegated  **e  a  special,  representative  to  proceed 
to  the  Sudan  to  discuss  and  report  on  the  situation 
there,  ihe  said  representative  reported  to  his 
newspaper  as  follows : 
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The  authorities  in  Xartoum  oan  today 
look  at  their  work  in  the  Sudan  during 
the  last  thirty  years  with  satisfaction* 
Financial,  equilibrium  has  replaced 
bankruptcy  and  a  reserve  fund  has  begun 
to  accumulate  to  he  a  gua2*antee  for  un- 
f or see:  circumstances. 

•After  two  years  of  this  optimism  our  London 
correspondent  informs  us  that  Sir  John  Maffey,  the 
Governor-General  of  the  Sudan  states  in  his  annual 
report : 


BThe  Gezira  scheme  may  conceiva  ly  for  many 
years  have  to  he  regarded  on  the  whole  as  a 
liability  to  be  liquidated  by  annual  subsidies 
not  only  from  direct  receipts  attributable 
to  the  scheme  but  also  from  the  Government’s 
normal  administrative  revenue." 


"All  this  indicates  to  what  great  extent  both 
the  Government  and  the  people  in  the  Sudan  are  suffering 
and  further  indicates,  despite  th  Governor-General’s 
well  chosen  words,  the  failure  of  the  Gezira  Scheme  and 
the  frustration  of  the  hopes  vh  ich  had  been  built  on 
it  by  English  financiers  and  British  Imperialists. 


"The  Gezira  Scheme  w  s  ori  inally  based  on  the 
idea  of  the  reclamation  of  100,000  feadans  of  the  land 
lying  between  the  White  and  Blue  Niles.  The  execution 
of  this  idea  was  encouraged  by  the  experiments  made  in 
1911  at  El-Tiba  near  Wad  Kedani  on  the  Blue  Nile.  These 
experiments  showed  that  it  was  possible  to  grow  the 
best  varieties  of  B  yptian  cotton  and  to  obtain  a  profitable 
high  yield  from  the  land  there.  Irrigation  projects  were 
thus  started  in  1914  and  it  was  then  intended  to  contract 
a  loan  of  three  million  pounds  to  meet  the  necessary 
expenditure  on  these  projects.  Work,  how-.  .  .  . 

owing  to  the  feat  War.  But  when  the  war  was  over  And 
Britain  emerged  victorious,  the  British  Parliament 
approved  the  issue  of  a  loan  of  six  million  pounds 
instead  of  three  million  pounds.  Of  this  loan  £4,900,000 
was  allocated  for  the  Gezira  Scheme  and.  in  the  mealtime 
it  was  decided  to  increase  the  area  from  100,000  to 
300,000  feddans. 

"This  large  extension  was  due  to  the  then  existing 
market  eondito:  s  and  to  the  reat  der a  d  on  the  agricultural 
products  of  the  Sudan,  during  the  Great  War  when  Egypt  ■ 
used  to  Import  large  quantities  of  cereals  and  large 
numbers  of  sheeps  and  other  cattle  to  meet  the  needs  of 
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the  large  number  of  British  Troops  and  when  the  Arabian 
Peninsula  used  to  import  mai-e  aid  when  En  .land  and  her 
allies  used  to  buy  cotton  and  gun.  This  reat  de  aid 
on  the  agricultural  products  of  the  Sudan,  the  success 
of  the  Gezira  lands  in  producing  good  varieties  of  cot  . on 
the  hope  of  the  English  to  obt  in  the  cotton.  requirements 
of  their  spinning  factories  at  moderate  prices  instead  of 
pacing  exorbitant  prices  for  Egyptian  cotton  a  d  their 
desire  to  open  new  fields  of  activity  for  British  capital 
and to  exploit  the  Sudan  economically  induced  the  British 
Administration  in  the  Sudan  and  British  capitalism  in 
London  to  enlarge  the  irrigation  projects  aid  to  extend 
the  area  of  land  exploited  there*  But  the  Gezira  land 
has  failed  to  realise  the  big  hopes  'which  had  been  built 
on  it.  It  used  to  give  a  high  yield  of  cotton  for  the 
soil  wasstill  virgin  end  stron  •  But  the  yield  began 
to  decrease  from  year  to  year  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
the  soil  began  to  weaken,  so  much  sc,  that  the  avera  e 
yieldin  the  last  years  was  much  less  than  the  avera  e 
yiel  in  the  first  few  years, 

"There  is  no  d>  ubt  that  the  Sudan  is  facing  an 

acute  economic  crisis  which  will  becore  more  acute  if 
•cotton  prices  continue  to  be  so  low* 

"Sir  John  Maffey  states  in  hisrepcr  t: 

"Best  calculations  show  that  if  the  feddan 
of  land  yields  ten  pounds  the  Gezira  Scheme 
will  be  self- supporting  and  will  not  be  in 

need  of  annual  ait  sidles  ei  ther  from  the 
Government  * s  nor  lal  ad  inistrative  revenue 
or  from  other  sources.  But  if  the  yieldis 
less  than  ten  pounds  it  is  unav  idable  to 
expect  a  constant  struggle  to  reconcile  between 
receipt  s  and  expenditure  and  to  balance  the 
Budget . 

This  means that  the  desired  balancing  cannot  be 
attained  unless  the  average  yield  per  feddan  amounts  to 
from  four  to  five  ka^.  tars.  The  Gezira  laud  cannot  no w  give 
this  yield*  he  average  yield  last  year  ranged  between 
three  and  four  karr. ars  and  this  is  the  hi  host  average 
yield  of  land  in  the  Sudan..  In  districts  other  than  the 
Gezira  .he  yield  falls  to  three  uantars  at  Dongola, 

Berber  and  Khartoum  and  to  one  kantar  at  uokar,  Kordofan, 
Kadaret  and  Kassala,

This  estimate  was  received 

here  about  6  P.M.  Saturday,  Sunday  the  Prime  Minister  ealled 

a  meeting  of  the  President  of  the  Exchange  and  the  Government 

Commissioners*  The  question  of  at  the  Alexandria  Market 

would  do  was  discussed.  In  view  of  the  drop  of  the  Chicago 

market  it  was  thought  the  Alexandria  Market  might  drop  800 

points  if  allowed  to  open  Monday  v/ithout  a  minimum  limit. 

The  members  of  the  Exchange  held  a  meeting  late  Sunday  and 

as  a  result  of  this  meeting  the  Government  fixed  a  low 

limit  of  $1*00  under  the  last  closing* 

The  Exchange  opened  for  business  Monday  but  no 

trading  took  place* 

The  enclosed  from  the  Egyptian  Gazette  of  August  11 
points  out  the  situation*  It  i3  sei’ious. 

The  Official  Communique  published  by  the  Government 
Augus  t  3,  declares  that  no  more  cotton  will  be  sent  abroad 
on  consignment,  and  that  no  more  sales  will  be  made  unless 
it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  trade  and  then  only  grades  not 
to  be  found  on  the  open  market.

The  latest  "dope"  on  the  Russian  sales  is  that 
17000  hales  were  sold  a  short  time  ago  and  are  now  being 

exported. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Egyptian  Gover nnent 
Officials  are  sorry  that  (if  they  have  the  interests  of  the 
country  at  heart)  they  agreed  to  sell  a  fixed  a  ount  of 
cotton  each  year.  They  were  told  by  English  spinners  such 
a  statement  of  policy  would  help  the  market  but  since  that 
time  it  has  gone  down  each  month  and  they  now  see  that  the 
sale  of  500,000  kantars  will  be  a  big  factor  in  depressing 
an  already  weak  market.  V/hile  they  have  called  on  the 
TJ.  S.  A*  to  make  a  statement  of  policy, a  few  of  them  feel 
we  will  be  wise  if  we  do  not  make  a  statement  binding  our¬ 
selves  to  sell  a  fixed  amount  at  a  fixed  tl:e.  A  few  of 
then  now  feel  they  would  like  to  be  free  to  sell  when  they 
think  the  market  is  right  and  sell  any  amount  they  can. 

Under  the  present  plan  it  vi  11  take  about  several  years 
to  sell  the  present  stocks.  If  conditions  should  improve  they 
might  w  .nt  to  sell  a  larger  amount  during  a  given  year  than 
they  agreed*  As  one  man  said  they  are  wondering  if  the 
"English  did  not  talk  them  into  something#1’  It  is  charged 
here  that  the  Officials  agreed  to  this  "English  Spinners 
Policy',’  hoping  to  keep  on  good  terms  wl  th  the  English  until 
the  pending  Egyptian  questions  are  settled  by  a  favorable 
treaty.  This  may  not  be  true  but  it  is  known  that  the 
present  Government  is  very  anxious  to  get  a  favorable  settlement 
and  this  might  be  one  way  of  doing  it*

DEALINGS  “IN  THE  STREET.’’ 


^  In  order  to  avert  a  panic  in  the 
Cotton  Market,  following  upon  the 
publication  of  the  American  Bureau 
production  estimate,  which  exceed¬ 
ed  average  expectations  by  1,500,000 
bales  and  occasioned  a  fall  of  137 
points  in  the  Chicago  Cotton  Ex¬ 
change,  the  Alexandria  Bourse  Com¬ 
mission  decided  yesterday  morn¬ 
ing,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  arid  in  the  exercise  of  pow¬ 
ers  vested  in  it  by  Article  11  ot  the. 
Reg  lament  General  des  Bourses  des 
Merchandises  a  terme,  to  limit  the 
I  decline  at  yesterday’s  session  to  100 
points  below  Friday’s  closing  quota¬ 
tions  for  all  deliveries  of  Sakel  and 
Uppers. 

The  Bourse  Commission  is  em¬ 
powered,  in  exceptional  circum¬ 
stances  such  as  those  obtaining  in  the 
present  instance,  to  fix  minimum 
prices  day  by  day  during  a  period 
ot  three  trading  days.  To  extend  the 
period  Government  authority  is  re¬ 
quired. 

The  effect  yesterday  of  this  action 
was  to  fix  November  (Sake!)  de¬ 
livery  at  $11.82  and  October  (Up¬ 
pers)  delivery  at  $7.82,  but,  natural¬ 
ly,  business  was  virtually  brought  to 
a  standstill. 


OFFICIAL  COMMUNIQUE. 

Tire  following  communique  was  issued 
|  yesterday:  — 

Following  Die  Government,  communi¬ 
que  published  on  August  1,  giving  the 
total  of  their  cotton  stock  up  to  July  31, 
and  the  one  published  on  August  3  an¬ 
nouncing  the  decision  taken  to  stop  the 
sale  of  cotton  taken  from  the  undermen¬ 
tioned  stock  and  in  order  to  make  its  in¬ 
tention  elear,  the  Government  declares 
that : — 

1)  The  5000  bales  consigned  at 
Liverpool  form  the  only  consign¬ 
ment  sent  abroad  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  fhis  year.  The  Government  will 
not  send  any  more  cotton  to  Liver¬ 
pool. 

2)  The  study  of  the  measures  which 
should  be  taken  by  the  Government 
for  the  disposal  of  its  cotton  within 
the  limits  already  mentioned  in  the 
communique  of  August  3,  does  not 
imply  that  these  measures  will  be 
put  into  force  as  soon  as  the  study 
is  terminated,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
their  application  may  be  postponed, 
if  necessary. 

The  Government  takes  Die  opportunity 
of  declaring  that  Die  most  explicit  in¬ 
structions  have  been  given  to  suspend 
snic  (he  all  sales  of  their  cotton.  The  ex¬ 
ception  mentioned  in  the  communique 
of  Vugust  3  in  favour  of  local  consump¬ 
tion  applies  for  the  strict  needs  of  the 
textile  industry  of  the  country.  No  sales 
will  he  made  to  the  industry  unless  it  is 
clearly  shown  that  the  cotton  demanded 
is  indispensable  in  order  to  avoid  the  in¬ 
terruption  of  its  work  and  that  the  quali¬ 
ties  demanded  are  not  to  be  found  on  the 
market. 

The  sales  of  cotton  to  Soviet  Russia 
with  the  obligation  of  immediate  export 
are  considered  as  not  being  of  a  nature 
to  affect  the  market,  hut  on  Die  contrary 
to  bring  relief  to  it,  and  the  Government 
reserves  all  liberty  to  examine  any  of¬ 
fers  presented  by  Russia  and  to  deal  with 
them  if  necessary.

-  Estimate  as  a  basis  of  transactions.  Con- 
.  f.pquently,  business  on  the  local  Cotton 
Exchange  was  completely  at  a  standstill, 
with  the  exception  of  three  transactions 
executed  at  the  opening,  divided  among 
the  November,  March  and  December 
options.  These  were  of  very  small  dimen¬ 
sions,  however.  The  abnormal  conditions 
on  the  Futures  Market  resulted  in  com¬ 
plete  paralysis  of  business  at  the  Minet- 
el-Bassal  Bourse  also,  as  exporters  were 
loth  to  accept  the  prices  fixed  by  the 
Bourse  Commission  as  a  basis  for  price- 
fixations. 

It  is  believed  by  a  large  section  of  tin- 
market  that  the  decision  to  fix  minimum 
juices  for  cotton  transactions  carries 
with  it  no  weight,  as  long  as  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  does  not  intervene  as  a  buyer  a!

Tt 
is  contended,  moreover,  that  Government 
interference  in  the  present  case,  will  be 
very  detrimental  to  the  cotton  trade,  and 
it  is  rumoured  that  the  Egyptian  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  the  intention  of  establish¬ 
ing  a  fixed  premium  of  GO  0/0  for  Sakels 
and  one  dollar  for  Uppers  as  a  parity 
basis  with  American  growths,  But,  as 
jiresent  indications  show  that  the  crop 
ibis  vear  is  very  likely  to  exceed  the  jiro- 
bable  consumption,  and,  having  in  view 
{lie  large  holdings  of  the  Farm  Board 
and  Co-operative  Societies,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  liowy  with  the  speculator  disgruntl¬ 
ed  by  Government  interference,  and  the 
trade  in  its  present  parlous  state,  this 
vear’s  crop  is  to  be  marketed,  without 
considerable  easing  in  prices. 

The  present  slump  in  cotton  values  has 
reduced  the  value  of  the  Government’s 
holdings  to  the  extent  of  approximately 
one  million  pounds.

After  an  erratic  session,  the  New  York  market  closed  1  point  lower  for  New 
Crop  delivery  on  Friday,  but  Ll  points  were  regained  on  {Saturday  on  pre-Bu- 
reau  covering'  and  a  fair  measure  of  support  from  trade  sources.  The  Bureau  Re¬ 
port,  estimating'  (y31 /82  production  at  15, 084, 000  bales,  was  issued  after  the 
New  York  close  but  resulted  m  a  collapse  of  R!7  points  in  the  Chicago  Exchange. 
Here  the  estimate, which  exceeded  average  private  forecasts  by  1  1/2  million  bales, 
caused  something  in  the  nature  of  a  panic,  and  the  market  would  unquestionably 
have  broken  considerably  further  tins  morning  hut  for  the  decision  taken  by  the 
Bourse  Oommissnm  to  limit  the  decline  to  a  maximum  of  a  dollar  for  all  deli¬ 
veries.  The  opening  quotations  (November  11.82;  October  7.82>  accordingly 
showed  losses  of  precisely  1U0  coin's  tn  both  Sakels  and  Tippers.  After  a  few 
small  exchanges — plainly  of  a  pure l \  pro fesmona  1  character — at  these  levels  the 
session  was  virtually  suspended. 

Liverpool  opened  95  penny  points  lower  for  Americans,  discounting  a  break 
of  I  8/1  Cents,  in  New  York,  and  88  and  98  points  lower  for  Sakels  and  tippers 
respectively.  .Later  cables  recorded  a  slight  improvement,  but  quotations  at  the 
time  ol  the  close  horn  showed  net,  falls  of  88  points  for  Americans,  90  points  tor 
Sakels  and  89  points  for  1  ppers.

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The  Egyptian  Government  through  the  Ministry 
of  Finance  has  issued  a  statement  giving  the  amount  of 
cotton  controlled  by  the  Egyptian  Government ,  on  July 
31st  of  this  year. 

According  to  this  statement,  there  is  in  warehouses 
at  Alexandria  2,559,439  lantar3  (324,450  bales);  in 
Liverpool  the  Government  has  stored  36,450  kantars  (5,000 
bales);  at  interior  points  arid  in  transit  to  Alexandria  there 
are  369,308  kantare.  This  is  a  total  of  2,965,147  kantars. 

This  statement  was  issued  in  answer  to  the 
criticism  of  the  local  press  regarding  the  sales  of  cotton* 

It  was  charged  by  many  local  newspapers  that  the  Government 
was  disposing  of  its  stocks  wl  thout  replacing  them.  The 
Government  answers  that  it  has  replaced  kantar  for  man  tar 
and  that  it  is  only  for  cotton  that  could  not  be  obtained 
on  the  local  market  in  Alexandria*  The  replacements  are 
coming  from  cotton  on  ieh  the  Government  had  made  advances 
to  growers  and  are  now  foreclosed.  As  proof  of  the 
Government's  position  it  is  stated  that  on  May  21st  last, 
the  Government  had  on  hand  2,982,002  kantars  w  iich  is  but 
a  small  amount  in  excess  of  its  present  holding.

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During  the  harvest  season  of  1930  -  31,  the  Egyptian 


Government  advanced  to  cotton  growers  a  loan  based  on  the  market 
value  of  the  cotton.  In  most  cases,  this  was  equal  to  about  12  cent 
for  Uppers  and  15  cents  for  Sakel . 

At  the  close  of  the  picking  season,  the  Government 
found  that  it  had  on  hand,  about  1.200,000  Kantars  of  cotton 
on  which  it  had  advanced  more  than  the  present  market  value. 

Most  of  the  loans  were  for  short  periods.  As  they  fell  due  they 
were  extended  with  the  hope  that  the  market  would  advance  and 
that  the  Government  would  be  able  to  recover  its  loans.  At  the 
rise  of  the  market  in  February,  about  325.000  Kantars  were  sold. 

On  May  10th,  the  Governmeit  started  ginning  the  remainder  (  all 
loans  were  made  on  seed  cotton  and  tots  stored  in  the  seed) . 


Ginning  ha3  been  going  on  now  far  about  20  days  and  some  of  the 
cotton  is  arriving  in  Alexandria,  where  it  is  being  sold.  It  is 
understood  that  the  Government  will  sell  all  this  cotton  as  flast 
as  it  is  ginned,  unless  the  owner  will  put  up  a  margin. 

The  Alexandrian  market  has  been  weak  for  several  months 
now  and  it  will  be  quite  a  load  on  it  if  it  has  to  absorb  this 
quantity  of  cotton  during  the  next  two  months.  It  is  the  aim  of 
the  Government  to  sell  all  the  old  stock  before  the  new  year, 
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darin.oa  ©rid-  no  Bssscf  rzso.'  s  snswong  noddoo:  od  .beon.avbs  JneemsvoD 
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which  stars  September  1st  1951.  This  sale  must  not  be  confused  with 
the  sale  of  the  Stock  held  by  the  Government  as  a  result  of  purchases 
made  in  an  effort  to  hold  prices  during  the  season  of  1929. 

With  this  cotton  in  sight,  cotton  men  of  Alexandria  say  the 
market  can  not  hope  to  advance  very  much  during  the  summer. 
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About  a  year  ago  the  Soviet  Government  sent  an  agent  to 

Egypt  to  buy  cotton. 

The  Egyptian  Government,  while  having  no  diplomatic 
relatione  with  the  Soviet  Government,  allowed  him  to  enter.  The 
agent  bought  from  ten  different  firms  a  little  more  than  46 .000 
Egyptian  bales  at  $  28.  per  Kantar.  About  13*000  bales  were 
delivered  and  paid  for  and  about  32,000  bales  are  still  in 
Alexandria,  3ince  the  cotton  was  sold,  the  price  has  dropped  to 
about  §15  per  Kantar  and  the  Soviet  Government  refused  to  take 
delivery.  The  Egyptian  and  the  Soviet  Governments  passed  several 
notes  regarding  the  matter,  but  no  agreement  was  reached. 

Last  week,  the  Manager  of  the  Stamboul  Saak  branch  of 
the  3oviot  Bank  came  to  Eeiypt  and  asked  a  charter  to  open  a  branch 
in  Alexandria,  to  facilitate  cottcn  purchases.  He  stated  that  the 
Branch  would  be  operated  by  an  entire  Soviet  staff.  The  Prime 
Minister  said  tv is  was  out  of  the  question  but  that  he  could  settle 
the  old  cotton  question  before  he  left  the  country. 

After  several  days  of  discussion,  the  Russians 
agreed  to  talcs  the  cotton  and  pay  for  it  at  §23  per  Kantar, 
delivery  tc  do  made  in  annual  installments  of  4. COO  bales,  one 
fourth  of  the  price  to  be  paid  in  cash  and  the  remainder  by  drafts 
guaranteed  by  the  Soviet  Bank. 
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About  a  year  ago  the  Soviet  Government  sent  an  agent  to 

Egypt  to  buy  cotton. 

The  Egyptian  Government,  while  having  no  diplomatic 
relations  with  the  Soviet  Government,  allowed  him  to  enter.  The 
agent  bought  from  ten  different  firms  a  little  more  than  46.000 
Egyptian  bales  at  $  28.  per  Kantar.  About  13.000  bales  were 
delivered  and  paid  for  and  about  32.000  bales  are  still  in 
Alexandria.  Since  the  cotton  was  sold,  the  price  has  dropped  to 
about  *16  per  Kantar  and  the  Soviet  Government  refused  to  take 
delivery.  The  Egyptian  and  the  Soviet  Governments  passed  several 
notes  regarding  the  matter,  but  no  agreement  was  reached. 

Last  week,  the  Manager  of  the  Stamboul  Bank  branch  of 
the  Soviet  Bank  came  to  Egypt  and  asked  a  charter  to  open  a  branch 
in  Alexandria,  to  facilitate  cotton  purchases.  He  stated  that  the 
Branch  would  be  operated  by  an  entire  Soviet  staff.  The  Prime 
Minister  said  this  was  out  of  the  question  but  that  he  could  settle 
the  o!J.d  cotton  question  before  he  left  the  country. 

After  several  day 3  of  discussion,  the  Russians 
agreed  to  take  the  cotton  and  pay  <ffor  it  at  $28  per  Kantar, 
delivery  to  be  made  in  annual  installments  of  4.000  bales,  one 
fourth  of  the  price  to  be  paid  in  cash  and  the  remainder  by  drafts 
guaranteed  by  the  Soviet  Bank.

SCARTO  COTTON 

The  grades  of  Egyptian  Cotton  are  based  on  varieties, 
each  variety  having  its  particular  grades.  The  cotton  known 
commercially  as  Scarto  covers  a  number  of  qualities  of  cotton 
below  the  recognized  commercial  grades,  Scarto  cotton  is  di¬ 
vided  into  2  classifications  -  first,  Sekkina,  and  second, 
Afritas.  The  quality  called  Sekkina  is  sub-divided  into  two 
classes  -  firsts  and  seconds.  All  of  the  cotton  known  as 
Scarto  comes  from  the  poor  quality  gathered  in  the  field.  In 
picking  cotton,  the  Egyptians  gather  everything  that  appears 
to  be  cotton,  -  even  opening  the  partly  matured  bolls  and  re¬ 
moving  the  short,  immature  fibres.  Cotton  that  falls  on  the 
ground  and  is  mixed  with  dirt  and  trash,  and  cotton  damaged  by 
the  pink  boll  worm  is  separated  in  the  field  and  is  ginned 
separately.  This  cotton  makes  up  the  various  qualities  of 
Scarto. 

There  are  no  Linters  produced  in  Egypt,  in  the  sense 
that  we  produce  linters.  This  is  because  of  the  nature  of  the 
cotton  grown  in  Egypt;  the  lint  comes  off  the  seed  very  easily, 
and  after  the  seed  passes  through  the  gin  it  is  practically 
naked,  so  it  is  unnecessary  to  run  it  through  a  linter  machine. 
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The  average  amount  of  Scarto  cotton  produced  in  Egypt 
is  as  follows:  for  Sakellarides  It  equals  about  5%  to  3 ^  of 
the  crop,  and  for  Uppers  it  equals  about  5$  to  6 %  of  the  crop. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  Just  how  much  of  each  of  the  qualities 
of  Scarto  ia  produced,  because  it  varies  from  year  to  year, 
depending  on  the  activity  of  the  pink  boll  worm. 

The  tipper  grade  of  Scarto,  called.  Sekkina,  is  used  for 
spinning  but  makes  very  poor  cloth  and  is  really  not  a  commer¬ 
cial  commodity.  The  lower  grade,  Afritas,  is  used  for  making 
felts,  pads,  and  other  uses  similar  to  our  Linters.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  countries  using  tills  quality  are  Spain,  Cz echo -Slovak! a, 
Germany  and  Great  Britain. 

The  value  of  Scarto  does  not  fluctuate  as  much  as  the 
commercial  grades.  At  the  present  price,  the  best  of  it  is 
worth  about  $5.00  per  kantar.  The  export  figures  for  Egypt 
include  all  kinds  of  cotton,  therefore  the  Scarto  ia  included 
in  the  export  figures. 

I  understand  that  the  amount  of  Scarto  is  decreasing 
each  year,  due  to  better  methods  of  handling  cotton  in  the  field, 
and  .also  due  to  better  ginning.

Vftiile  at  Port  Sudan  on  February  25th  I  cabled 

as  follows: 

"Gezira  cotton  very  poor,  published  estimates 
20 %  high.  Other  Sudan  growths  may  reach  estimate. 
Address  Cairo  after  March  6th  " 

This  cable  was  based  on  my  observations  during  a  week’s  tour 

in  the  Gezira.  The  published  estimate  referred  to,  is  found 

in  the  Monthly  Report  of  the  Central  Economic  Board  of  the 

Sudan  Government  for  October  1930,  the  figure  being  593,220 

Kantars  for  the  Eezira. 

The  other  growths  referred  to  include  the 

irrigated  cottons  of  the  pumping  station  schemes  north,  of 

Khartoum,  the  rain-grown  cottons  of  the  Southern  Provinces, 

and  the  flood-area  crop  around  E  sis  sal  a  anc  Tokar.  HVhile  all 

these  areas  are  suffering  more  or  less  from  two  diseases,  viz 

"leaf  curl"  and  "black  am",  the  Gezira  is  by  far  in  the 

worst  condition. 

The  variety  grown  is  the  Egyptian  Sakellarides. 

I  was  very  much  surprised  to  find  the  plants  of  the  Gezira 
crop  very  tall  and  slender  in  appearance,  with  little  or  no 
fruiting  branches.  Black  arm  has  destroyed  the  leaves  and 
branches  half-way  up  the  plants.  The  crop  will  be  what  we

in  America  call  a  "top  crop"  and  will  not  exceed  1-3/4' 
Kantars  per  acre. 

The  Plantation  Syndicate  and  the  Sudan  Government 
officials  are  very  much  worried  over  crop  conditions.  Of 
course  the  low  price  is  partly  responsible  for  their  anx¬ 
iety,  but  the  fact  that  the  feddan  yield  has  been  falling 
off  each  year  is  causing  a  good  deal  of  worry.  The  disease 
known  as  black  arm  is  of  long  standing  in  the  Gezira,  but 
the  "leaf  curl"  is  new  and  wide- spread. 

Next  to  the  Gezira  in  importance,  probably,  is 
the  Tokar  area  where  about  60,000  feddans  are  under  cotton 
and  will  probably  produce  45,000  Kantars.  This  area  is 
also  infested  with  leaf  curl,  and  it  is  impossible  to  tell 
the  extent  of  damage  at  this  time. 

The  third  largest  cotton- growing  area  is  around 

Kassala,  where  about  33,000  feddans  are  under  cotton,  and

These  three  areas  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  cotton  crop  of 
the  Sudan,  Grouping  the  :hree  together,  I  estimate  the  total 
yield  will  not  exceed  4©-  yQQQ  Kantars. 

The  economic  conditions  in  the  Sudan  are  very 
bad.  A  large  percentage  of  the  Government’s  revenue  comes

Preparations  for  cotton  crop. 


The  following  is  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  bulletin 
on  the  state  and  prospects  of  crops  for  the  month  of  January 
1931,  which  has  been  summarized  from  reports  by  the  Ministry^ 
Inspectors. 


Cotton:  Ploughing  of  fallow  land  consigned  to  the 
cotton  crop  is  in  progress.  Some  areas  of  catch  crop  bersim  are 
also  being  plou^ied.  In  Middle  Egypt  and  the  Southern  part  of 
the  Delta,  farm-yard  manure  is  administrated  to  the  land  prior 
to  the  first  plou^iing  in  preparation  for  the  sowing  of  the  crop. 

7*1  teat :  Weather  conditions  -  Favorable  to  growth.  The 
rain  which  fell  during  the  month  in  Lower  Egypt  had  a  favorable 
effect  on  growth.  Frost,  however,  affected  the  leaves  of  some  of 
the  areas,  which  had  not  been  manured  ere  the  drou^it,  and  water¬ 
ing  same  by  means  of  artesian  wells  are  in  progress.  The  plants 
have  benefitted  by  the  rain  -  particularly  those  which  had  not 
been  watered  before  the  winter  closures.  The  growth  of  late-sown 
areas  is  making  slow  progress  owing  to  cold  weather  and  delay  in 
sowing.  Flowering  has  started  in  30me  early- sown  areas  in  Fayum 
Province.  Pests:  Chlorosis  has  been  seen  in  small  areas  in 
Beheira,  Menufia,  Beni-Suef  and  Mlnia  Provinces.  The  attacked 
plants  have  been  somewhat  affected.  Attacks  by  the  cut-womn  in 
Beni-Suef  and  Assiut,  and  by  the  smut  in  Fayoum,  have  occurred 
in  a  slight  measure  causing  no  appreciable  damage  to  the  crop. 

Barley:-  Weather  conditions  -  favorable  to  growth. 

The  rain  which  fell  during  the  month  in  Lower  Egypt  accelerated 
the  growth,  especially  in  areas  which  had  not  been  watered  be¬ 
fore  the  drought.  Growth:  progressed  a  good  deal.  Manuring 
some  late- sown  areas  with  nitrogenous  manures  was  carried  on. 
These  areas  were  watered  with  artesian  wells.  Tops  of  plants 
in  some  late- sown  areas  were  affected  bv  frost.  Flowering 
started  in  early-sown  areas  In  Fayum.  sweats:  Sli^it  attacks 
of  aphis  were  seen  in  a  small  area  In  Fayum,  and  slight  attacks 
pf  smut  were  noticed  in  Assiut.  No  appreciable  damage,  however, 
occurred. 
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Bean a ;  Weather  conditions:  favorable  to  growth  and 
flowering.  Rain  and  winds  during  the  month  caused  the  fall  of 
some  of  the  flowers  in  a  slijit  measure  in  Lower  Egypt.  Growth: 
Satisfactory.  The  fruit3  have  completely  formed  in  all  areas, 
as  a  whole.  In  latosown  areas,  plants  are-  still  in  the  growth 
and  flowering  stage.  Some  fruits  are  supplied  to  markets  for 
local  consumption.  Watering  of  some  areas  where  artesian  wells 
are  available,  is  carried  on.  Harvesting  of  some  of  the  early- 
sown  areas  is  expected  to  take  place  In  the  course  of  next  month 
f  in  Assuan  Province  where  the  crop  is  in  the  course  of  maturing. 
Pests:  Slight  but  wide-spread  attacks  by  broom- rape  were  noticed 
in  some  aroaa.  Sll^it  attacks  by  aphis  were  al30  seen  in  Sharkia, 
Beni-Suef,  Fayoum,  Minia  and  Msiut  provinces.  The  major  part 
of  the  attacked  areas  were  suocfssfuily  treated  with  nicotine 
sulphate.  Attacks  by  a  disease  causing  withering  were  noticed 
In  certain  small  areas  in  Giza  and  Kena  provinces.  These  affect¬ 
ed  some  of  the  attacked  plants. 

Bersim:-  Weather  conditions:  favorable.  The  crop  bene¬ 
fited  by  the  rain  which  fell  during  the  month  In  Lower  Egypt. 
Growlli:  growth  was  'favorable.  Severe  cold,  on  some  days,  delayed 
growth  a  little,  particularly  in  late-sown  areas  The  taking  of 
the  first  cutting  is  on  the  whole  progressing,  as  also  that  of 
the  second  cutting  in  early- sown  areas  in  Lower  Egypt  and  in 
basin  lands  in  Upper  Egypt.  The  taking  of  the  third  cutting, 
however,  has  been  started  in  early-sown  areas  in  project  lands. 

|  Areas  of  catch-crop  berdm  are  ploughed  as  a  preparation  for 
cotton  sowing.  Pest3:  Slight  attacks  by  dodder  were  seen  in 
small  areas  in  Beni  Suef  and  Fayun  provinces.  No  appreciable 
damage,  however,  occurred  to  the  crop. 

Helba:  Weather  conditions:  favorable  to  growth.  Rain 
which  fell  during  the  month  accelerated  growth.  Formation  of  pods 
and  seeds  started  in  early-sown  areas.  Flowering  became  general 
in  all  other  areas.  Some  areas  are  cut  for  local  consumption. 
Pests:  Attacks  by  aphis  were  noticed  in  scattered  areas  in  Beni 
Suef,  Fayum,  Minia  and  Assiut.  Some  of  these  areas  were  success¬ 
fully  treated  by  spraying  with  nicotine  sulphate . 

Lentils :  Weather  conditions,  favorable  to  growth. 

Growth  and  Flowering:  growth  satisfactory.  Formation  of  fruits 

started  in  early- sown  areas.  The  crop  is  on  the  whole  in  the 
flowering  stage.  Plants,  late  in  attaining  their  full  growth, 
are  progressing  well.  Harvesting  is  expected  to  start  about  the 
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end  of  next  month  In  early^eom  areas  in  Assuan  province 
where  the  crop  was  in  the  course  of  maturity.  Pests:  A 
slight  attack  by  a  disease  causing  withering  was  noticed, 
but  it  caused  no  appreciable  damage  to  the  crop. 

Onions :  Weather  conditions:  favorable  to  growth 
of  Idle  crop.  Growth:  Growth  of  plants  is  progressing  sat¬ 
isfactorily.  Hoeing  and  weeding  are  carried  on.  Formation 
of  bulbs  is  progressing  in  early-sown  areas.  3omo  areas  were 
uprooted  before  the  maturity  of  the  crop  and  were  supplied  to 
the  markets  for  local  consumption.  Marketing  of  the  early- 
sown  crop  is  expected  to  take  place  next  month.  Pests:  A 
sli^it  attack  by  mildew  was  noticed  in  a  certain  area  in 
Girga  but  caused  no  damage  to  the  crop. 

Flax;  Weathor  conditions:  favorable  to  grovrth. 
Growth:  satisfactory.  Manuring  some  areas  with  nitrogenous 
manures,  watering  from  artesian  wells  and  wooding  are  all  in 
progress.  Flowering  started  in  early-sown  areas.  Pests: 
none  seen 

Sugar  Cane:-  Weather  conditions:  Weather  was 
warmer  than  usual  and  therefore  favorable  to  maturity  of 
crop.  Maturity  and  harvesting :  The  crop  has  completely  matur¬ 
ed  and  is  being  cut  for  supply  to  sugar  factories  There  it  is 
squeezed.  Extraction  of  molasses  by  means  of  native  squeezers 
is  in  progress.  Preparation  of  land  for  the  oncoming  crop  is 
going  on.  Yield  per  feddan  is  above  the  average  by  2%.  Posts: 
Slight  attacks  by  stem-borer  have  been  noticed  in  Kallubla, 
Sharftia,  Beni  Suef,  Minia,  Assiut  and  Girga  provincos.  Sugar 
cane  mealy-bug  appeared  in  a  slight  measure  in  Fayun,  Minia 
and  Girga  provinces,  and  caused  no  appreciable  damage  to  the 
crop. 


State  of  Irrigation 

The  following  report  on  the  state  of  irrigation  from 
Dec.  21  to  Jan.  20  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Public  W01&3. 

Lower  Erypt:  Irrigation:  At  the  commencement  of  this 
period,  sufficient  water  was  given  to  meet  the  cultivation  re¬ 
quirements  before  the  winter  closure  for  which  all  canals  were 
completely  closed  on  Dec.  30,  1930.  Drainage;  Drainage  condi¬ 
tion  was  satisfactory.

Gotten  'allay  of  t  e  ovem  ont. 

In  our  last  R©x>ort  we  indicated  that  the  Bourse 
authorities  had,  on  the  Initiative  of  the  .ovom  ent,  taken 
two  ’  ensures  to  chock  the  speculation  a  tho  t  be loy  to¬ 
ward  n  decline.  Of  these  two  eaaures,  the  one  requirin' 
the  seller  to  put  up  a  deposit  of  several  tallaris  per  kant^r, 
has  “been  kept  In  force.  The  other  on  ur  ,  which  suspended 
the  Jobbers  for  16  days,  has  been  withdrawn  aid  tho  Jobbers 
have  been  operating  fine©  January  6th.  Their  re  u  ptlon  of 
activities  has  not  especially  changed  tho  condition  of  the 
’arket,  which  continues  very  calm,  vith  little  business, 
but  novortholeso  a  somewhat  r  oro  confident  tone  see  a  to 
prevail. 


There  has  been  » ueh  criticise  in  co—  erclal  circles 
regardin  this  suspension  of  tho  Jobbers,  who  are  radically 
ind dispensable  to  ordinary  business  tra  loactions,  -  oven  in 
noro&l  ti  oo  we  *ust  ad  it  they  are  useful.  It  is  possible 
that  tie  importance  of  Jobbers  hi.  been  over-edl  a  ted  re¬ 
cently.  It  Is  unthinkable  that  the  de  tiny  of  tho  principal 
agricultural  product  of  £  ypt,  which  .  rovldes  occupation  and 
livelihood  for  millions  of  producers  in  our  country  ,  and 
millions  of  consumers  abroad t  oho  Id  depend  on  about  e.  hundred 
people  who  do  nothing  else,  from  10:0  1  a.  .to  1:00  p.ts.  ex¬ 
cept  sell  oods  which  they  have  not  produced,  or  buy  oods 
hie’  they  cannot  sell. 

31noe  our  last  /.port, ,  t>  over""© it  ha::  consider¬ 
ably  increased  tho  import  duty  on  oer  als  arte?  curar.  This  v  ill 
tend  to  reduce  tho  acreage  of  cotton,  o  pecially  in  Upper 
E,;rypt  where  sugar  cane  will  probably  b  planted  on  a  large 

scale,  instead  of  cotton. 

As  for  the  overnment  *  s  policy  with  regard  to  the 
ale  of  Its  stocks,  this  will  bo  discussed  at  the  co  ing 
eetln  in  Cairo,  January  26,  27  and  23.  Tier  is  a  rumor 
that  the  over  ,  ent  /  ill  be  in  by  sel!in  ,  rent  sea  no  l,  about 
500,000  knntnro,  and  ’111  distribute  the  sale  o9  this  total 
nuaitity  over  several  years.  As  for  the  halftime,  if  tho 
Government  wore  ado*? ti.:  ,  tho  syste  of  sellin  daily  a  small 
quantity,  say  350  bales  per  day.  It  could  pet  rid  of  (in  t.h© 
period  o’  about  a  year)  about  300,000  kantars  without  having 
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the  narket  feel  asy  carious  consequences  of  such  sales . 
However,  once  this  policy  v  ore  adopted,  it  would  have  to 
be  adhered  to,  and  they  would  have  to  sell  regularly  every 
day  a  fixed  quantity,  no  ratter  what  t  o  price.  In  this 
way  the  government  would  obtain  an  average  price  for  the 
season.  The  iuarkot  would  become  accustomed  to  sue!  sales , 
and  they  would  have  no  particular  influence  o.i  prices. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  lately  as  to 
the  tax  and  export  duty  with  which  our  cotton  is  burdened, 
and  the  abolition  of  these  char  es  haa  been  advocated.  All 

concerned,  including  the  Gove  t,  aC  i  nrges 

are  heavy,  but  it  is  1  possible  for  tha  ove:  n  ent  to  lift 
this  charge  at  present.  Aside  fro  fiscal  reasons,  it  would 
be  impracticable  to  cancel  these  charges  in  the  :  iddle  of  t;  e 
sea non.  Half  the  crop  has  already  been  sold,  with  these  char 
ges  assessed,  hence  the  unsold  portion  could  not  bo  exempted 
In  all  Justice,  one  lust  admit  that  tho  ovem  out  la  akin 
use  of  the  taxes  collected,  in  the  interests  of  the  cultiva¬ 
tors  /es ,1  Iving  them  out  o  hand ,  what  they

Not? ithstanding  the  stock  of  over  .OfO,  'T3 
kantars  officially  clnl  ed  to  be  on  hand,  offerings  of  spot 
cotton  on  the  inot-el-  wssal  arket  are  not  particularly 
abundant.  As  a  tatter  of  fact,  the  official  fl.uro  of 
rV"  -;,d  30  tartars  Includes  3,000,000  kantars  which  ere  not 
for  sale,  thus  leaving  only  2,000,000  kantars  marketable, 
which  is  nearly  1,000,000  kantars  lean  than  was  available 
at  a  sit  liar  ti  e  last  year. 


Offerings  of  Snkellarldes  liavo  moderated,  as  a 
recult  of  indications  that  ooc  prices  ill  b  procurable 
later  on  -  it  being  anticipated  that  prices  will  be  high 
enough  to  cover  the  cost  of  storage,  insurance,  and  interest 

on  the  capital  invested.

Exoferyajo •  The  pronont  organization  i**  an  outgrowth  of 
tro  jroupo  of  brokers  who  beran  operating  In  Alexandria 
about  1361.  These  tr  o  oi^nlltt ions  were  con* olit^ted  In 
1339,  and  forced  the  present  or  ganization.  They  operated 
under  their  ora  rulej  and  reflations  until  Noveaber  1909, 
when  the  Governs ont  passer  a  law  regulating  future  trans¬ 
actions  on  the  TCxchan^e.  Other  Cov  rnrent  decrees  hnwe 
been  i a sue  from  tine  to  tiro ,  until  it  ray  be  said  that 
the  present  Rwchango  Is  under  the  coixleto  control  of  the 
t Government.  The  Govornront  has  authority  to  suspend  any 
broker  or  Bpeculator,  or  proup  of  brokers  and  spcculs ^  ops 
at  any  tlraa  they  see  fit.  The  eerbershlp  Is  composed  of 
two  classes  of  dealers i  the  brokers,  who  are  full  ' 
bore  and  who  are  the  only  ones  admitted  to  th  rln  ,  *nd 
the  adherent  members,  or  what  ml *ht  be  called  Associate 
"embers,  who  ar  allowed  to  operate  only  through  r.  broker. 
Broker  r sobers  are  forbidden  by  th  re  ulntiona  to  deal  in 
anythin;  except  futures,  and  arc?  therefore  prohibited  from 
dealing  in  spot  cotton.  It  is  necessary  for  an  Associate 
Itebsr  who  is  really  a  spot  cotton  mercliant,  to  deal 
through  a  broker.  JtomberRbln  seetna  to  be  open  to  anyone 
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who  ha  a  the  necessary  capital,  and  la  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  th©  membership  of  the  \nge. 

The  3  members  to  be  elected  on  January  £6th 
cocrpose  one-fourth  of  the  present  Board  or  Directors.  9 
meniboro  of  the  Board  ar*!  brokers  and  3  are  As,  ooiate  Ber¬ 
bers;  th©  Government  has  one  member  on  the  Board,  who  has 
authority  to  veto  any  doe la ion  made  by  the  Board.

In  1014  a  group  of  brokers  and  specula¬ 
tors  attempted  to  ©tablets©  prices.  Th©  overn  out  hold 
that  this  action  was  a  ainst  the  irit  r:'  ts  of  Z  yptian 
cotton,  lnasmuel  ao  other  mrkotii  of  the  world  were  open 
end  free  and  wore  ope  rat  in  subject  to  the  conditions 
brou  ht  about  by  the  War,  and  that  no  intrfer  nee  on  th©

part  of  brokers  at  Alexandria  was  Justified.  They  asked  the 
Exchange  to  crop  its  a tablets ing  p  licy,  but  th  request 
wss  refused.  The  Covemront  there  for:  dissolved  the  Board 
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of  l  ircctore  of  the  Esehatig*  and  placed  all  of  its 
functiono  under  the-  control  of  a  Conr.lt  toe  appointed 
by  the  emolument.  Such  a  movoront,  if  put  into  prac¬ 
tice  today,  fcculd  have  far-reacUin^  wffect*  o a  th®  present 
market.

Cotton  ''pinning  and  '  saving 


roclete  Misr *s  Mehalla  Factory. 


No  aspect  of  Egypt’s  economic  affaire  is  re¬ 
ceiving  more  attention  from  her  public  men  at  the  present 
time  than  the  building  up  of  new  industries.  The  en¬ 
couragement  being  given  by  the  present  Government  to  now 
enterprises  of  all  kinds  is  not  motivated  only  by  the 
wish  to  provide  work,  other  than  employment  on  the  al¬ 
ready  congested  land,  for  Teyptfe  rapidly  increasing  popu¬ 
lation,  but  also  by  the  desire  to  redress  the  country’s 
foreign  trade  balance  which,  in  the  current  year,  will 
certainly  show  a  substantial  amount  on  the  wrong  side. 
Either  by  producing  goods  for  export,  and  so  Increasing 
the  revenue  from  foreign  trade,  or  by  fostering  the  manu¬ 
facture  in  tills  country  of  produots  hitherto  imported  from 
abroad,  and  so  reducing  the  amount  of  money  spent  abroad 
on  necessities.  It  is  hoped  to  render  increasingly  solid 
the  foundations  on  which  Tgypt’B  economic  stability  is 
based. 


3b  organization  has  been  more  active  in  this 
direction  than  Bank  Miar,  with  Its  subsidiary  companies, 
which  are  testing  the  possibilities  of  developing  a  number 
of  new  industries.  Perhaps  the  most  ambitious  of  all  the 
projects  which  Bank  Bisr  and  Its  dependent  companies  have 
in  hand  is  the  establishment  of  a  spinning  and  weaving  In¬ 
dustry  in  this  country.  The  ^eciete  iiisr  pour  la  Filature 
et  le  Tissage  du  Coton  was  created  for  that  purpose.  It 
is  not  the  first  in  the  field,  for  the  Filature  Nationale 
has  been  operating  at  Alexandria  for  s  number  of  years.  As 
in  generally  known,  the  operations  of  the  latter  company 
have  not  been  attended  by  all  the  success  for  which  Its 
promoters  hoped.  The  reason  generally  given  is  that,  in 
order  to  produce  the  type  of  goods  oomnanding  the  largest 
sale  In  "gypt,  i.  e.  for  the  clothing  of  the  fellaheen, 
it  Is  necessary  to  have  supplies  of  cheaper  cotton  than 
are  available  In  this  country.  Japan  and  India  and  other 
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countries  will  oh  supply  the  Egyptian  market  use  large 
quantities  of  low-grade  Indian  cotton,  which  can  be 
bought  at  prices  very  favorable  In  comparison  with 
Egyptian  quail  ties.  In  the  opinion  of  some  of  those 
associated  with  the  Filature  Rationale,  it  Is  essential 
that  the  Egyptian  Government  should  permit  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  such  Indian  cotton  here,  if  there  is  to  be 
any  hope  of  securing  any  large  share  in  the  local  market 
for  cotton  goods.  The  Government,  however,  refuses  to 
sanction  any  such  importation,  on  the  ground,  it  is  under¬ 
stood,  that  there  is  risk  of  cotton  plant  disease  being 
brought  to  Egypt  from  India.  And  the  Government  has 
hitherto  refused  to  depart  from  its  position,  although 
there  le  expert  opinion  in  support  of  the  view  that  pre¬ 
cautions  can  be  taken  to  avoid  absolutely  -  as  is  done 
in  some  other  countries  -  any  risk  of  plant  disease 
being  brought  in. 


The  Mehalla  Factories 

'1th  the  example  of  the  Filature  Rationale  bo- 
fore  it,  the  r octet©  Mlsr  needed  courage  to  embark,  as 
they  have  done,  on  plans  for  spinning  and  weaving  on  a 
large  scale.  They  have  erected  at  Mehalla,  alongside 
their  ginning  factory,  a  huge  plant  for  spinning  and 
weaving,  equipped  with  the  most  modern  machinery,  a  very 
large  part  of  which  has  been  purchased  from  England,  ind 
in  every  way  organised  on  the  most  modern  lines.  The  rite 
covers  24  f addons,  and  the  factories  extend  over  twelve 
feddans.  The  plant  has  been  eo  constructed  that  it  can 
be  expanded,  as  time  goes  on,  to  handle  four  or  five  times 
the  quantity  of  cotton  with  which  it  is  indended  to  deal 
in  the  first  instance.  The  output  now  planned  for,  will 
take  about  12,000  kantare  of  cotton  yearly,  but  the  fac¬ 
tory  space  available  will  allow  of  over  60,000  kantaro 
eventually  being  handled. 

On  Friday,  the  Frime  Minister,  members  of  the 
Cabinet  and  many  other  guests  inspected  the  factories. 
Yesterday  representatives  of  the  press  were  invited,  and 
were  received  at  Mehalla  Kebir  and  shown  over  the  factor- 
ice  by  Mahmoud  rhukry  Pasha,  Managing-Director,  Talaat 
Bey  Harb,  a  director,  and  other  off! dale  of  the  Tocicte 
Mlsr.  For  everyone  present  is  was  a  most  interacting  ex¬ 
perience,  and  the  visitors  were  greatly  impressed  by  the 
ambitious  scale  on  which  the  enterprise  has  been  plannod. 
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the  spacious  and  hygienic  lay-out  of  the  factories  and 
the  very  modern  machinery  with  which  the  huge  buildings 
have  been  equipped.  It  was  encouraging,  too,  to  learn 
that  Egyptian  workers  show  great  aptitude  for  learning 
the  various  operations  involved  in  the  production  of 
cotton  goods  and  that,  under  the  instruction  of  experts 
from  Europe,  a  skilled  body  of  operators  is  being  built 
up. 


•  courageous  nterprise 

Ihe  difficulties  facing  this  new  enterprise  are 
foreseen  by  Its  sponsors,  who  realise  that  obtaining 
supplies  of  raw  material  at  prices  enabling  them  to  com¬ 
pete  with  Eanufficturors  abroad  ia  not  their  only  problem, 
but  that  the  effect  of  climatic  conditions,  the  efficiency 
of  local  labor,  the  taste  in  materials  of  the  fellaheen 
and  riahy  other  questions  will  only  bo  answered  in  the 
course  of  time,  But  nobody  who  has  inspected  the  factories 
can  fail  to  admire  the  courage  and  enterprise  shown  in 
embarking  on  e  plan  which.  If  It  succeeds,  will  have  im¬ 
portant  results  for  the  future  prosperity  of  Egypt,  Hiat 
the  initiative  shown  by  the  root  etc  Misr  may  reap  its 
due  leeward  of  suocesa  will  be  the  hope  of  all  who  wish

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Yesterday  T  met  Mr.  Arnold  S.  Fearse  in 
Alexandria.  T  Mad  a  letter  of  introduction  to  Mr.  Fearse 
from  his  son  Mr.  Norman  S,  Pearse  who  is  at  j resent  Gen¬ 
eral  Secretary  of  the  International  Federation, Master  Cotton 
Spinners  and  Manufacturers1  Association  of  Manchester , Eng¬ 
land,.  The  elder  Mr.  Fearse  was  until  about  8  months  ago 
Secretary  of  this  organization,  having  been  connected  with 
the  organization  for  something  over  20  years. 

Mr,  Pearse  is  now  in  Egypt,  as  ociated  with  the 
Cotton  Export  Company,  Missr,  of  Alexandria.  This  company 
is  a  subsidiary  of  the  Egyptian  National  Bank,  and  is  very 
closely  associated  with  the  Egyptian  government.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  this,  it  is  also  consolidated  with  Linde  man  &  Co , 
of  Alexandria,  the  latter  being  old  established  cotton  ex¬ 
porters. 

I  had  a  very  pleasant  visit  with  Mr.  Pearse,  who 
talked  very  freely  regarding  his  connection  with  the  export 
business,  but  made  no  comments  regarding  the  part  i  .  or 

his  Company  would  play  in  case  the  Government  decided  to  is- 
pose  of  the  cotton  it  now  holds  in  storage  in  Alexandria. 
There  is  a  rumor  current  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Fearse  is 
going  to  act  as  the  representative  of  the  spinners  in  case 
the  Government,  disposes  of  this  cotton. 
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At  the  close  of  the  meeting  of  the  Inf  .-na¬ 
tional  Federation  held  in  Cairo  in  1917,  . e  spinners 

appointed  a  Committee  to  cooperate  with  a  Committee  of 
Government  and  private  cotton  men  regarding  questions 
arising  from  the  export  of  Egyptian  cotton.  This  Committee: 
has  remained  intact  and  its  activities  have  enlarged  until 
at  the  present  time  it  forms  a  point  of  contact  between 
the  spinners,  the  j  »i  cotton  merchants,  and  the  Gov¬ 

ernment,  and  it  has  jurisdiction  over  ail  aspects  of  the 
Egyptian  cotton  industry  as  it  might  affect  European 
spinners. 

This  Committee  will  meet  the  Egyptian  Govern¬ 
ment  officials  and  the  leading  cotton  merchants, in  Cairo, 
January  26-27-28  and  29.  Chile  no  definite  statement  lias 
been  le  a  to  the  matters  under  cons!  bion,  it  is 

almost  certain  that  a  sales  policy  for  the  Egyptian  Govern¬ 
ment  will  be  discussed.  Just  what'  this  policy  will  be  is 
a  matter  of  speculation,  but  the  general  i  j  :ion  among 
the  cotton  trade  is  that  it  will  be  some  form  of  auction  - 
probably  the  sale  of  a  fixed  quantity  on  a  fixed  date,  to 
be  announced  in  advance.  This  session  will,  of  course,  be 
behind  closed  doors  and  it  will  be  impossible  for  anyone  on 
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Fearse 


the  outside  te  obtain  exact  information,  but  hr. 
informed  me  that  in  esse  a  policy  should  be  adopted  it 
would  probably  be  announced  to  the  press.  ITe  added,  as 
a  personal  remark,  that  events  that  would  be  of  interest 
t#  the  American  Long  ~t&ple  Growers  would  very  likely 
happen.  He  intimated  that,  due  to  the  relation  between 
the  price  of  American  and  Egyptian  cotton,  European  spin¬ 
ners  were  more  inclined  to  iavor  Egyptian  cotton,  especially 
since  the  present  c?:'op  and  the  quantity  now  held  by  the 
Government  assured  them  of  an  ample  supply.  He  also  made 
several  comments  regarding  the  American  tariff,  which  were 
more  or  less  an  expression  of  his  personal  feeling. 

If  the  coming  meeting  on  January  26th  is  guarded 
to  the  extent  that  n#  leaks  occur,  it  is  very  doubtful  if 
we  will  be  able  to  obtain  any  information  ahead  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  press.  However,  any  news  regarding  this  meeting  will 
be  cabled  immediately. 

There  are  political  aspects  to  this  question, 
several  of  which  I  am  unable  to  analyze  because  of  my 
limited  knowledge  of  Egyptian  policies,  but  J  am  inclined 
to  put  a  good  deal  of  confidence  in  the  rumor  that  the 
Government  is  going  to  take  some  action  regarding  its  cotton 
holdings. 
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(undated  -  probably  late 
December  or  early  January) 


For  the  past  several  weeks  the  cotton  trade  of 
Egypt  has  been  guessing  as  to  the  action  of  the  Government 
regarding  the  cotton  now  held  at  Alexandria.  The  Government, 
through  the  press,  has  repeatedly  announced  that  it  will 
not  dispose  of  this  cotton  at  the  present  price.  In  spite 
of  this,  rumors  to  the  contrary  are  common. 

Last  Monday  I  came  in  contact  with  what  appeared 
to  be  more  than  a  rumor,  to  effect  that  the  Government  was 
going  to  sell  its  cotton  and  that  it  had  employed  Mr.  Arno 
S.  Pearse,  who  is  the  former  Secretary  of  the  International 
Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners  and  Manufacturers’  Ass'n. 
to  negotiate  with  European  spinners .  After  discussing  this 
with  several  people  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
some  truth  in  the  rumor,  and  I  cabled  my  suspicion  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  On  Tuesday  I  heard  the  same  rumor, 
and.  after  interviewing  several  cotton  men  I  have  sifted  the 
rumors  down  to  the  following  facts: 

On  January  26-27-28-29  representatives  of  the 
European  Spinners  of  Egyptian  cotton  will  meet  Egyptian 
Government  officials  in  Cairo  and  discuss  the  marketing  of 
this  Government  cotton.  Mr.  Peanse  is  now  in  Egypt,  associa¬ 
ted  with  the  Cotton  Export  Company,  Missr,  Alexandria,  Egypt. 
This  Company  appears  to  be  a  subsidiary  of  the  Egyptian 
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National  Bank,  and  is  very  closely  associated  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  6otton  Export  Company,  Missr,  has  consolidated 
with  Lindemann  &  Co.  of  Alexandria,  who  are  old  established 
exporters.  Mr.  Fearse  talked  rather  freely  regarding  his 
connection  with  this  company,  but  made  no  statements  re¬ 
garding  his  connections  with  the  Government.  However,  he 
advised  me  to  watch  the  meeting  of  the  Spinners  on  the  26th, 
stating  that  events  are  likely  to  happen  that  will  be  of 
interest  t<3>  Long  Staple  Growers  of  America.  He  intimated 
that  in  view  of  the  present  relations  between  the  Egyptian 
and  American  cotton,  that  European  spinners  are  going  to  use 
Egyptian  cotton  as  far  as  possible. 

He  made  several  comments  regarding  the  American 
tariff  of  7^  per  pound,  and  stated  that  since  American  spin¬ 
ners  v/ere  very  jealous  of  European  spinners,  they  would  have 
to  spin  American  cotton  or  pay  the  7jz5.  He  thinks  this  will 
give  the  European  spinners  an  advantage  over  the  American 
spinners,  in  that  he  will  use  the  Egyptian  cotton  which  he  con¬ 
siders  better  than  the  American. 

It  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  following 
the  meeting  of  Jan.  26th  the  Government  will  announce  a 
definite  sale  policy.  There  are  several  opinions  as  to  just 
what  this  policy  will  be,  but  many  think  it  will  be  some  form 
of  auction.  The  Government  will  probably  announce  that  on  a 
given  day  they  will  offer  for  sale  a  certain  quantity  of 
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cotton.  This  will  enable  exporters  to  get  in  touch  with  their 
clients  as  to  the  amount  of  cotton  they  desire,  and  also  the 
prices.  The  Government  is  very  much  interested  in  the  cotton 
situation,  because  a  great  deal  of  its  reserve  funds  is  tied 
up  in  this  cotton.  It  was  purchased  at  a  much  higher  price 
than  it  is  worth  today.  ’While  the  present  Government  did  not 
purchase  this  cotton  and  is  not  responsible  in  a  way  for  the 
policy  in  which  it  was  purchased,  it  is  nevertheless  anxious 
to  recover  as  much  as  possible  from  its  sale.  It  Is  generally 
understood  here  that  the  present  Government  is  making  every 
effort  to  restore  stable  conditions.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
they  are  now  working  on  some  kind  of  policy  that  will  grad¬ 
ually  feed  this  stock  of  cotton  to  the  market. 

There  are  several  political  aspects  to  the  question, 
many  of  which  I  am  but  slightly  acquainted  with,  and  I  am 
therefore  unable  to  discuss  them,  but  from  my  limited  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Egyptian  Government  policy  I  am  inclined  to  put 
very  little  confidence  in  statements  regarding  the  disposal 
of  this  cotton.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  it  will  be 
political  suicide  for  the  present  Government  to  dump  this 
cotton  on  the  market  in  large  enough  quantities  to  depress  the 
price.  I  think  that  the  Government  is  a  little  short  of  ready 
cash,  and  that  the  officials  would  not  hesitate  to  make  a  deal 
that  would  dispose  of  the  cotton  over  a  long  period  of  time, 
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and  thus  have  little  effect  on  the  market.  From  what  I  can 
see,  it  appears  that  the  personal  side  is  very  important. 

It  is  a  known  fact  that  some  officials  put  personal  consi¬ 
deration  first.  This  is  very  true  here.  Therefore  if  the 
sale  of  this  cotton  works  to  the  interests  of  a  few  Govern¬ 
ment  Officials,  the  sales  might  be  very  heavy,  once  they 
are  started.

we  discussed  the  cotton  growing  areas  in  Central 
tfrloa  and  1  was  surprised  to  find  that  the  Belgian 
Government  is  making  every  effort  to  increase  the 
acreage  and  the  yield  of  cotton  in  the  aroa  north  and 
east  of  the  Congo  River.  This  work  is  belnf  carried 
on  in  spite  of  the  decline  in  prices,  and  In  fact, 
the  fluctuations  in  the  price  of  cotton  from  one 
year  to  the  next  will  make  very  little  difference 
beomee  the  Company  ie  organized  to  operate  over  a 
long  period  of  time,  and  they  figure  that  their  pro¬ 
fits  will  be  such  that  they  can  expand  even  in  poor 
years.  Ur.  Lugard  stated  that  there  will  be  produced 


% 
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this  year  in  this  territory  about  20,000,000  pounds 
of  ginned  cotton.  This  cotton  will  reach  the  -urop- 
oan  spinners  about  Pept ember  1931.  Last  year  the 
production  amounted  to  about  14,000,000  pounds,  and 
next  year  they  hope  to  Increase  even  more  than  they 
did  last  year. 

The  plan  followed  by  the  Company  seems  to 

be  that  a  fixed  price  Is  announced  to  the  natives,  and 
that  the  Company  takes  all  the  cotton  produced,  at 
this  prloe  •  The  prloe  is  generally  low  enough  so 
that  the  Company  will  be  able  to  break  even  at  de¬ 
pressed  periods  such  as  we  are  now  going  through.  In 
addition  to  this  area,  the  Company  Is  managing  dis¬ 
tricts  In  the  B^rench  F  qua  to  rial  section  of  frica. 

In  Angola,  and  In  Portugese  Fast  Africa.  It  seems 
that  this  Company  has  plenty  of  financial  backing, 
and  they  are  in  the  near  future  going  Into  real  pro¬ 
duction,  They  have  made  some  definite  plans  for  en¬ 
larged  acreage,  and  hope  to  equal  the  British  efforts 
in  the  Sudan.

For  several  months  past  the  question  of  hold¬ 
ing  a  world-v/ide  Cotton  Conference  In  Cairo  has  been 
cilscussod.  Puch  a  Conference  would  include  all  cott¬ 
on  growing  countries,  and  have  for  Its  object  the 
regulation  of  acreage. 

Ihe  matter  was  discussed  In  a  recent  meeting 
of  the  General  agricultural  Pyndloate,  end  approved. 

The  'indicate  has  asked  the  Prime  Minister  to  call  a 
orld  Cotton  Conference,  to  meet  In  Cairo  In  the  Spring. 

The  General  Agricultural  Syndicate  Is  an  or¬ 
ganization  of  i*l oh  and  powerful  land-owners.  It  was 
this  organization  that  suggested  to  the  Government 
that  It  buy  cotton  In  the  years  past.  They  appear  to 
have  had  great  Influence  with  past  governments*  but 
to  what  extent  they  Influence  the  present  government 
Is  not  known.  However,  since  the  Syndicate  is  made  up 
of  rich  landlords,  it  is  plain  that  the  government  will 
give  the  plan  some  consideration.

In  an  editorial  article  entitled  "The  Cotton 
Conference  -  Let  us  try  to  find  another  means’*,  Al 
-v  Ul  s  sa 1  aays  i 

Among  the  proposals  submitted  by  the  General 
A £rl cultural  Tyndlcate  to  H.  E.  the  Prime  Ltinister  is 
one  for  the  holding  of  a  Cotton  Conference  In  Cairo, 
representing  the  important  cotton  producing  countries, 
to  regulate  cotton  production  so  os  not  to  exceed  the 
v.orld'e  actual  requirements  of  cotton,  thereby  put¬ 
ting  an  end  to  the  great  fall  in  cotton  prices,  ’  A1 
fn&ab  states  that  the  Prime  Minister  has  taken  con¬ 
siderable  Interest  In  this  proposal  and  is  now  study¬ 
ing  It  f^om  all  its  aspects. 

Although  we  admit  that  this  proposal  is  a 
notable  one,  yet  we  do  not  expect  any  useful  results 
to  be  produced  by  its  being  carried  through.  For  we 
do  not  believe  that  all  cotton  producing  countries 
will  accept  to  participate  in  such  a  conference.  It 
_)  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  policy  of  Great  I3ri- 

tain  lr  that  all  the  ootton  required  by  its  spinning 
factories  should  be  obtained  from  the  British  rmpire 
itself.  The  British  Gotten  Syndicate  is  making  earn¬ 
est  efforts  to  increase  the  areas  under  cotton  in  tho 
various  parts  of  the  Fmpire.  It  is  also  common  know¬ 
ledge  that  cotton  production  in  the  various  parts  of 
the  Impire  has  increased  several  fold  during,  the  last 
ton  years  and  will  continue  to  increase  from  year  to 
year.  It  is  therefore  unreasonable  to  expect  that 
Britain  or  any  country  of  the  mpire  will  agree  to 
participate  in  such  a  conference,  of  which  the  ob¬ 
ject  is  to  limit  production  and  not  to  increase  it. 

Tho  policy  of  th©  United  rtates  of  America, 
v.hich  is  the  greatest  cotton  producing  country  in  the 
world,  is  to  consume  locally  all  the  cotton  it  pro¬ 
duces.  This  policy  has  succeeded  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  greater  part  of  th©  cotton  protuced  is  now 
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being  consumed  locally,  and  the  proportion  of  local 
consumption  is  increasing  steadily.  In  the  circum¬ 
stances  the  U.S.A.  cannot  be  expected  to  be  inclined 
to  limit  its  cotton  production. 

In  the  light  of  the  above  facts  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  policy  of  limiting  production  is  not 
the  one  which  we  should  auopt  to  reach  our  object. 

*  the  only  course  open  for  us  is  to  follow  the  policy 

adopted  a  long  time  ago  by  the  U.C.A.  which  proved 
a  sucoess.  Before  adopting  this  poliey  the  U.T.A. 
used  to  experience  the  same  difficulties  as  those 
which  we  are  now  experiencing.  She  greater  part  of 
lta  cotton  used  to  be  exported  to  Great  Britain. 
Liverpool  and  Manchester  used  to  decide  the  price 
of  /merioan  cotton.  The  Cotton  Exchangee  at  New 
Orleans  and  New  York  were  under  the  influence  of 
anoeuvres  planned  in  England,  fhe  whole  situation 
changed  when  the  U.S.A.  began  to  consume  locally  the 
greater  part  of  its  cotton,  and  since  then  nobody 
but  the  T  . ,  Itself  had  any  control  on  the  prices 
of  the  American  cotton. 

If  we  want  a  real  solution  to  our  diffi¬ 
culties,  which  are  the  result  of  the  prices  of  our 
\  cotton  being  under  the  domination  of  others,  we 

should  at  once  try  to  consume  locally  all  or  the 
greater  part  of  our  cotton  production. 

.  In  realisation  of  this  object  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  draw  up  a  practical  policy  to  foster 
the  cotton  spinning  and  weaving  industry  in  Egypt. 

To  draw  up  such  a  policy  Is  no  difficult  task.  It 
can  take  the  same  measures  as  those  taken  by  all  ad¬ 
vanced  countries  to  foster  the  vital  industries 
which  are  directly  connected  with  the  general  wealth 
of  the  country.  Tome  people  may  think  that  we  mean 
that  the  Government  itself  should  establish  spinning 
and  weaving  factories  or  should  give  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  in  the  way  of  subsidies.  No,  that 
is  not  what  we  mean.  The  Government  can,  without 
committing  itself  to  any  exponses  whatever,  render 
great  assistance  towards  the  establishment  of  weav¬ 
ing  and  spinning  industries  in  the  country  by  issuing 
a  law  for  the  fostering  of  industries  on  the  lines 
of  the  British  Law  regarding  the  fostering  of  British 
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indue  tries.  Tills  law  lays  down  that  the  Government 
shall  guarantee,  with  Banks,  any  company  which  ful¬ 
fills  certain  conditions  with  regard  to  its  formation. 
The  amount  of  guarantee  shall  he  equal  to  a  consid¬ 
erable  part  of  tho  capital  of  the  company.  All  that 
the  Government  does  is  that  it  makes  use  of  its  fin¬ 
ancial  confidence  to  assist  the  company,  and  in  re¬ 
turn  for  this  the  Government  gets  the  company  to 
offer  sufficient  guarantee,  such  as  giving  the  ov- 
ernment  a  priority  right  should  the  company  fro  bank¬ 
rupt,  etc. 

By  such  and  similar  measures  the  Govern¬ 
ment  can  very  well  encourage  capitalists  to  invest 
their  money  in  the  ertabliehment  of  cotton  indust¬ 
ries.  Whan  such  industries  have  been  established 
in  the  country,  a  considerable  part  of  our  cotton 
production  will  be  oonsumed  locally  and  our  princi¬ 
pal  crop  will  no  longer  be  under  the  domination  of 
trade  exporters  and  foreign  banks, 

tVe  wish  the  Government  would  study  our 
proposal  explained  above.  The  root  of  the  whole 
trouble  lies  in  the  fact  that  we  are  obliged  to 
export  our  ootton  to  other  countries,  thereby  plac¬ 
ing  our  cotton  under  the  domination  of  consuming 
markets. 


The  best  solution  which  presents  itself 
is  that  we  should  be  the  consumers  of  our  cotton 
production,”

Nlll  (Millet):  leather  conditions:  favorable 
for  harvesting  and  drying.  Harvesting:  finished 
with  the  exception  of  some  few  areas  in  ■  sman  ?  ou- 
dlrla.  Cutting  off  cobs,  drying  and  storing  are  in 
progress .  Yield  per  feddan  Is  ordinary. 

Nlll  Rice:  Harvesting:  completely  finished. 

"  h resiling/  winnowing  and  storing  ar>.'  In  progress. 

The  yield  per  feddan  Is  expected  to  be  more  than  the 
usual  yield  by  about  12,2  owing  to  the  favorableness 
of  weather,  adequacy  of  water  and  absence  of  pests. 

3ugar  Canei  leather  conditions:  favorable 
for  maturity  and  harvesting.  Pests:  °ome  slight  at¬ 
tacks  by  the  stom-boror  have  been  noticed  In  Qallou- 
bieh,  Charkieh,  Beni  Puef,  Mlnio,  Aselut  and  Olrga 
provinces.  A  slight  attack  by  the  mealy  bug  has  also 
been  noticed  In  Olrga.  Ho  appreciable  damage, however 
has  been  Incurred  by  the  crop.  Maturity  of  Crop:-  The 
greater  part  of  the  crop  has  been  already  matured. 
Cutting  of  some  areas  for  local  consumption  and  for 
native  squeezers  extricatinr  molasre*  ir.  in  progress. 
The  Kom-Ombo  sugar  factory  started  work  on  Tec,  18th. 
Other  factories  are  expected  to  start  work  at  the 
beginning  of  next  month.  The  yield  per  feddan  is 
expected  to  exceed  the  average  by  about  5#  . 
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•‘Tie at :  Weather  conditions:  favorable  for 
germination  ano  growth.  Little  rain  fell  durln 
the  month  in  Lower  Egypt,  causing  no  appreciable 
damage  to  its  crop.  Towing,  germination  and  growth: 
rowing  is  over  with  the  exception  of  some  few  areas 
in  basin  lands  in  Giza,  Beni  Tuef  and  Assiut  where 
it  is  still  in  progress.  Towing  was  delayed  on 
account  of  belated  supply  of  water  this  year,  eter- 
ing  and  manuring  are  in  progress.  Growth  and  ger¬ 
mination  are  satisfactory. 

3ersim(a  kind  of  alfalfa,  or  clover):  leather 
conditions:'  favorable  for  the  growth  of  the  crop, 
and  is  inclined  to  be  warm.  The  rain  which  fell 
during  the  month  in  Lower  Egypt  was  favorable  for 
cultivation.  Towing,  germination  and  growth:  Tow¬ 
ing  of  bereim  in  basin  lands  is  already  finished. 

It  was  delayed  about  two  weeks  in  Assiut,  uehera 
and  Beni  Suef  on  account  of  belated  basin  drain¬ 
age.  Ilie  taking  of  the  first  cutting  is  on  the 
whole  progressing.  As  to  project  lands  in  Upper 
the  taking  of  the  second  cutting  in  early- 
eo wn  areas  has  been  started.  Catering  and  manur¬ 
ing  of  some  areas  in  Lower  gypt  are  in  progress. 
Ploughing  of  some  areas  in  large  cultivations  has 
been  started  in  preparation  for  cotton  cultivation.

Germination  and  growth:  row¬ 
ing  is  finished  except  in  some  few  areas  in  basin 
lands  of  Beheira  province  where  it  is  still  pro¬ 
gressing.  Germination  and  growth  are  satisfactory. 
Fruits  matured  in  some  very  early«sown  areas,  and 
are  supplied  to  the  markets  for  local  consumption. 
Cultivations  are  on  the  whole  in  the  flowering 
stage.  Manuring  and  watering  of  some  areas  are 
already  done  prior  to  winter  closure.  Pests:  A 
slight  attack  by  aphis  has  been  noticed  in  a  small 
area  in  Mennfia  province,  but  wrs  successfully 
treated  by  means  of  spraying  with  nlcotin  sulphate. 
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Barley:  Weather  conditions:  favorable  for 
gemination  and  growth*  Kb  appreciable  demnge  har  be¬ 
fallen  the  crop  through  the  rain  which  fell  during  the 
month  in  Lower  Egypt*  rowing,  germination  and  growth: 
Sowing  is  finished  except  In  few  areas  in  Beheira 
basin  lands,  rome  areas  have  been  manured  and  water* 
ed  prior  to  winter  closure.  Germination  and  growth 
are  satisfactory*  **tate  of  sowing  at  Mariut  is  now 
below  the  average  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  rain 
which  fell  during  the  month.  The  growth  of  last 
year*s  crop  was  satisfactory  owing  to  abundance  of 
rain.  Pests:  A  slight  attack  by  aphis  has  been  no¬ 
ticed  in  Gharbia.

Early-sown  areas  have  started  flowering  and 
fruit  formation.  Gutting  of  limited  areas  for  local 
consumption  is  in  progress.  Growth  is  satisfactory. 
Pests:  None  has  been  noticed. 

Lentils:  (a  type  of  bean  grown  for  food):

The  question  of  what  to  do  with  the 
Cotton  now  held  by  the  Egyptian  Government  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  the  leading  subject  for-  newspaper 
editorials.  It  is  now  a  known  fact  that  the 
Government  is  working  on  a  policy  to  be  submitted 
at  a  meeting  of  Government  Officials  and  Cotton 
spinners  »f  Europe,  to  be  held  in  Cairo  January  26, 
27,  28  and  29,  1931. 

Tire  Native  Press  is  very  free  in  its 
advice  regarding  this  question,  and  one  is  led  to 
believe  that  some  of  the  rumors  may  have  an  element 
of  truth  in  them.  The  enclosed  editorials  from 
the  native  newspapers  sum  up  the  question  very  well. 
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In  an  editorial  ai  tide  entitled,  “The  | 
Government  Cotton — British  Imperial-  i 
ism  is  responsible  for  the  Complications  I 
of  the  Economic  Crisis,”  Wadil  "Nil 
says,:  1 

“As  a  result  ota  rumour,  the  source  of 
which  is  unknown,  to  the  effect  that  cor¬ 
respondence  is  now  being  exchanged  be¬ 
tween  the  Egyptian  Government  author¬ 
ities  and  certain  foreign  quarters  on  the 
subject  of  the  sale  of  Government,  cotton, 
our  market  presented  quite  an  animated 
appearance  at  the  opening  on  January  5. 
With  this  rumour  prices  advanced  by  IS 
points  despite  the  general  stagnation  of 
trade  and  despite  the  general  tendency  to 
a  new  fall  in  juices.  Everybody  can 
therefore  see,  im  the  light  of  this  pheno¬ 
menon,  that  the  several  million  kantars 
of  Sakel  cotton  lying  in  Government 
stores  at  Wardian  are  a  heavy  burden  on 
the  market  and  are  responsible  to  some 
great  extent  for  the  low  prices  obtainable 
for  our  cotton.  We  have  no  wish  to  as¬ 
certain  the  source  of  this  rumour,  for  the 
ocean  of  the  Cotton  Exchange  is  too  wide 
and  its  currents  are  too  strong  and  ru-  : 
mours  are  so  manythat  they  form  a  great  | 
part  of  its  daily  life.  But  we  cannot  bv  1 
any  means  ignore  the  fact  that  the  ru¬ 
mour  referred  to  above  was  circulated 
immediately  after  the  following  two  hap¬ 
penings: —  (1)  The  Egyptian  Govern¬ 
ment  again  issued  instructions  to  the 
Customs  Administration  to  cease  collect¬ 
ing  the  additional  tax  on  Russian  im¬ 
ports.  This  was  considered  as  an  indica¬ 
tion  that  the  obstacles  standing  in  the 
way  of  the  conclusion  of  a  commercial 
agreement  between  Egypt  and  Rlussia  had 
been  removed.  Perhaps  the  said  rumour 
was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  conclusion 
of  a  >  commercial  agreement  between 
Egypt  and  Russia  might  lead  to  an  un¬ 
derstanding  between  the  Egyptian  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  Agents  of  Russian  indus¬ 
trial  houses  on  the  disposal  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  cotton. 

(2)  The  Higher  Consultative  Council 
in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  now 
considering  a  proposal  to  the  effect  that 
the  Government  should  retain  the  quan¬ 
tities  of  cotton  purchased  by  it  for  five 
complete  years  and  that  these  quantities 
should  not'  be  included  in  the  official  es¬ 
timates  of  the  cotton  crop.

THE  COTTON  PROBLEM. 

AL  MOK  ATT  AM  OFFERS 
A  SOLUTION. 


GETTING  KID  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT 
STOKE. 


In  a  leading  article  entitled  ‘‘Govern¬ 
ment  Cotton  and  its  Effect  on  tlie  ‘Mar¬ 
ket. --A  proposal”  A l  Mohittam.  says: 

“A'- short  time  ago  we  published  an 
objection  raised  by  a  certain  well  known 
economist  to  the  attitude  of  the  General 
Produce  Association  in  including  the 
Government  cotton  purchased  last  year 
in  the  estimates  of  the  cotton  stored  at 
Alexandria.  This  inclusion;  dilates  the 
figures  representing  stored  cotton  with 
the  result  that  it  causes  pressure -on  the 
market  and  leads  to  fall  in  prices  while 
in  fact  the  Government  option  is  jiot  ot¬ 
tered  for  sale  like  the  othfcr  cotton  stored 
by  merchants  or  farmers. 

“Whether  or  not  Government  cotton 
is  included  in  the  figures  representing 
1  the  amount  of  cotton  held  in  store,  the 
fact  remains  that  Its  existence  where  it 
.  is,  without  any  restriction  or  a  definite  | 
policy,  is  bound  considerably  to  affect 
the  market.  For  consumers  consider  it 
as  being  offered  for  sale,  though  nomin¬ 
ally  and  not  actually,  especially  seeing 
»  that  the  Government  has  not  declared 
,  any  definite  .policy  with  regard  yto  ils< 
cotton.  A  few  days  ago  a  conversation 
took  place  between  us  and  a  prominent 
>  cotton  'merchant  on  this  subject.  He 
l  pointed  out  that  considerable  harm  is 
3  bound  to  be  done  to  Egypt  if  the  matter 
is  to  be  left  undecided.  Egypt,  he  ad- 
’  (led,  ought  to  face  the  difficulty  and  lo 
try  to  find  a  solution.  He  suggested  that 
5  the  Government  should  do  the  same  thing 
as  was  done  by  the  Government  of  Cuba 
}  when  if  set.  aside  one  million  tons  of  stor¬ 
ed  sugar  and  declared  its  intention  that  it 
would  sell  this  quantity  in  small  parts 
in  a  period  extending  over  five  years.  The 
Egyptian  Government,  he  said,  can  do 
r  the  same  thing  and  declare  that  its  stored 
j  cotton  is  not  offered  for  sale  and  that 
i  only  a  part  of  it,  say  one  sixth,  will  be 
sold  pack  year.  Hence  everybody  will 
*  know  that  five  sixths  of  the  Government 
t.  stored  cotton,  should  not  be  included  ir 
1  the  cotton  estimates  of  this  year  and  sc 
forth.  By  such  a  measure  the  market 
will  be  relieved  of  the  present  pressure 
1  which  was  the  cause  of  the  objection  rais- 
1  ed  by  several  agriculturists  and  econo- 
l  mists  to  i lie  estimates  made  by  the’  Gen- 
,  eral  Produce  Association. 


‘But  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
stored  cotton  can  be  kept  in  store  for 
five  or  «ix  years  without  being  exposed 
to  damage  or  deterioration  in  qualitv. 
The  prominent  merchant  referred  Vo 
pointed  out  that  this  probability  can 
easily  be  remedied.  The  Goveriimep1 . 
he  said,  can  sell  a  certain  quantityjof  its 
stored  cotton  every  year  aiid  buy  half  of 
this  quantity  of  new  cotton  instead.  Na¬ 
turally  this  will  involve  a  little  bit  of 
additional  expense  for  commission,  iran- 
\P°rt  etc-.,  but  this  small  additional  ex¬ 
pense  is  nothing  compared  to  the  loss 
caused  by  the  pressure  of  stored  cotton 
on  the  market. 

“The  above  proposal  seems  to  be  a 
muiihI  and  practical  one  and  we  herein,- 
submit  it  to,  the  Government  authorities 
concerned  for  study  and  consideration. 

“The  Government  Is  also  well  advised 
h.  discuss  the  possibility  of  the  exchange 
of  cotton  for  certain  materials  of  'which 
we  are  in  need  such  as  coal,  chemical 
manure- and  timber.  The  principle  of 
exchange  of  one  commodity  for  another 
is  becoming  morel  prevalent'  every  da  v 
a  >  a  result  of  the  fact  that 'the  amounl  of 
"rold  now  in  currency  is  insufficient  to 
meet  the  world's  requirements,  it  being 
remarked  that  two-filths  of  the  total 
amount  of  -gold  is  being  stored  in  two 
countries  only,  namely,  the  Tinted  States 
of  America  and  France. 

“in  this  connection  we  wish  to  repeat 
tur  suggestion  that  the  Government 
should  invite  important  cotton  producing 
countries  such  as  the  H.S.A.,  1  ml  ups  Peru 
:/IL,l  the  Sudan  to  a  conference  to  be  lie'll 
in  Cairo'; to  consider  the  possibility  of 
Coming  to  an  agreement  on  a  general 
po!ie\  to  be  adopted  with  regard  to  cotton 
'."odncfion  —  a  policy  to  realise  eo-opera- 
k 1  (in  among  these  countries  foi  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  their  interests  and  to  put  an  end 
to  competition  in  increasing  production 
to  the  interest  of  other  countries.  If  is 
indeed  gratifying  to  learn  that  we-  have 
already  embarked  on  a  practical  solution 
to  our  cotton  difficulty.

The  Central  Economic  Board  of  the  Sudan  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  its  monthly  Report  of  December  1930  reports 
the  following  regarding  cotton  in  the  Sudan. 

1.  Kordofan  Province.  October  condition:  Picking 
has  started  at  Birks  in  the  Central  District  and  in  the 
Western  Jebels  District.  The  Report  states  that  the 
crops  in  the  Eastern  Jebels  and  in  the  south  part  of  the 
Province  are  much  better  than  last  year.  However,  pick¬ 
ing  was  not  general  in  this  area  in  October.  The  market 
in  the  south  area  will  open  in  November,  while  at  Talodi 
it  opened  October  20th.  This  is  all  rain  and  flood  grown 
cotton.  The  Nubar  Mountains  Province  is  included  in  the 
Feport  of  the  Kordofan  Province. 

2.  Dongola  Province.  November  condition:  At  Ghaba 
picking  is  under  way.  At  Kalud  the  crop  is  good,  and  pick¬ 
ing  continues.  The  weather  has  been  very  favorable  to  pick¬ 
ing  around  Nuri  and  good  progress  was  made  during  November. 

In  the  Berber  Province  north  of  Khartoum,  picking 
has  progressed  rapidly  during  November.  The  cotton  in 
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this  area  is  picked  and  stored  in  the  seed.  Ginning  takes 
place  later  in  the  season. 

A  correction  of  the  October  Report  for  the 
Kitiab  district  is  made  in  the  November  report.  The  fig¬ 
ure  cf  2587  Kantara  reported  picked  during  October  should 
read  1071  Kantars.  (Grounds  for  a  Congressional  investiga¬ 
tion).  All  the  above  cotten  is  grown  by  irrigation  v/ith 
water  supplied  from  pumping -stations  along  the  Nile. 

3.  Labor  is  reported  as  being  plentiful  in  all 
the  cotton  growing  areas  this  year.  While  no  cotton  was 
picked  during  November  in  the  Gezira  area,  labor  was  re¬ 
ported  as  plentiful.  The  daily  wage  is  from  5  to  6  Piast¬ 
ers  (25  to  30  cents).  Locusts  (grasshoppers)  were  report 
ed  in  the  plains  along  the  Red  Fea,  but  so  far  the  only 
area  to  suffer  from  this  pest  is  the  Tokar  District.  The 
damage  is  very  light,  however.

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The  question  of  Agricultural  Credit  has 
long  been  a  serious  one  in  Egypt.  The  fellah  has 
always  depended  upon  some  one  for  financial  help. 
Every  phase  of  his  farming  operation, his  planting 
seeds, tools, fertilizers, water  for  irrigation  and 
food  for  his  family  and  cattle  depend  upon  borrowed 
capital.  Often  his  needs  are  few  and  the  loan 
required  is  small.  The  principle  source  of  this 
capital  is  the  Greek  money-lender  who  is  found  in 
every  village.  Another  source  of  loans  is  the 
large  land  owner  who  will  often  finance  the  fella- 
hin  on  his  land.  The  rate  of  interest  charged  by 
this  type  of  ''Banker”  runs  from  20  to  SO  per  cent 
and  in  many  cases  as  much  as  50  per  cent.  Often  the 
money  lender  is  also  a  cotton  merchant  who  will 
require  that  the  loan  be  repaid  in  cotton  there 
by  making  a  profit  from  the  cotton  in  addition

to  the  interest  charged. 

This  condition  is  the  result  of  the 
inability  of  the  small  farmer  to  use  the  regular 
bank.  Banks  do  not  care  to  make  small  loans  at 
the  regular  rate  of  interest  and  as  they  cannot 
charge  the  unfair  rates  of  the  local  money-lender 
they  do  not  encourage  this  type  of  business. 


' 
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Several  years  ago  the  Government  attempted 
to  remedy  the  situation  by  assisting  in  the  esta¬ 
blishment  of  a  bank  to  make  loans  direct  to  the 
fellahin.  It  was  found  that  t  e  bank  could  not 
make  money  on  the  small  loans, it  was , therefore 
only  a  short  time  until  the  bank  was  loaning  money 
to  the  larger  and  more  substancial  farmers  and 
ignoring  the  masses. 

About  this  time  the  Government  begin 
to  sell  seed  and  fertilizer  through  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  direct  to  the  fellahin.  This  proved 
so  successful  that  it  was  suggested  that  the 
Government  make  loans  direct.  This  was  also  success¬ 
ful  and  is  probably  responsible  for  the  agitation 
for  an  Agricultural  Bank, controlled  by  the  lovern- 
ment. 


The  proposed  Agricultural  Bank  is  in 
reality  a  Joint-stock  Bank  in  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  takes  one  half  of  the  capital  stock  provided 
the  capital  stock  does  not  exceed  L.E.  1,000,000. 
The  Government  further  agrees  to  loan  the  Bank 
not  to  exceed  L.E. 6, 000, 000  as  operating  capital 
at  a  very  low  rate  of  interest, it  also  guarantees 
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a  5  per  cent  dividend  on  the  capital  stock  subs¬ 
cribed  by  private  individuals.  In  consideration 
of  this  the  Government  must  approve  the  By-Laws 
and  acts  of  the  Board  of  Directors  end  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Stock  Holders  meetings , the  Government  will 
also  appoint  the  manager  of  the  Bank  and  be  repre¬ 
sented  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  In  this  way  it 
controls  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

The  loans  of  the  Bank  are  to  be  made 
direct  to  the  fellahin  for  the  purchase  of 
Agricultural  machinery,for  fertilizers  and  seeds 
and  for  the  development  of  irrigation  and  drai¬ 
nage,  The  bank  is  also  author! red  to  make  loans 
to  cooperative  organisation  for  the  purchase  of 
agricultural  supplies  and  for  the  marketing  of 
agricultural  products. 

The  advantage  of  this  particular  type 
of  organisation  over  the  previous  arrangement  is 
that  the  Government  guarantees  the  interest  rate 
on  the  capital  stock  and  the  bank  is, therefore,  ah,' 
required  to  confine  itself  to  the  making  of 
large  loans  with  the  thought  of  earning  dividends. 
It  is  recognised  that  little  or  no  profit  can  be 
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made  from  small  loans  and  that  If  the  Bank  were 
required  to  earn  a  dividend  it  5.s  doubtful  if  it 
can  do  so  when  a  large  per  cent  of  its  outstanding 
loans  amount  to  3  to  6  pounds. 

The  copy  of  the  Decree  issued  by  the 
King  authorising  the  Government  to  participate 
in  the  organization  of  an  Agricultural  Bank  is 
enclosed.  This  Decree  was  issued  on  the  10th  of 
Nov<raber  1930.  Since  that  date  the  Mixed  Court 
has  accepted  the  clause  relating  to  article  727 
of  the  Mixed  Civil  Code  and  601  of  the  Native 
Civil  Code  regarding  the  rights  of  foreign  resi¬ 
dence  and  real  estate  owners. 

It  is  urged  by  political  leaders  and 
of  the  country  that  this  Decree  be 
put  into  effect  at  once.  Steps  are  now  being  taken 
to  organize  the  Bank  as  quickly  as  possible  in 
order  to  relieve  the  economic  condition  of  the 
Fellah  and  supply  him  with  funds  for  next  season 
operations.  It  is  recognised  that  the  plan  of 
the  Bank  to  deal  direct  with  the  fellahin  will 
meet  with  a  great  deal  of  opposit’on  on  the  part 
of  the  native  and  Gre  k  money-lender.  It  is 
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doubtful  If  the  Bank  will  be  able  the  first  year 
of  Its  operation  to  a  5  per  cent  dividend 

on  its  subscribed  stock, It  is, therefore, possible 
that  the  Government  will  have  to  make  up  a  large 
per  cent  of  the  dividend. 

The  Government  leaders  back  of  the  move¬ 
ment  have  made  a  thourough  study  of  the  question 
of  Agricultural  Credit  in  European  countries  espe¬ 
cially  in  Italy  and  Great  Britain.  Its  success 
will  of  course  depend  upon  its  appeal  to  the  fellah. 
If  he  is  willing  to  break  away  from  his  present 
source  of  financial  assistance  and  accepts  the  loans 
offered  him  by  the  agricultural  bank  the  scheme  will 
no  doubt  succeed, however, if  he  continues  to  use  his 
present  source  of  credit  it  is  likely  that  the  volu¬ 
me  of  business  done  by  the  Bank  will  be  so  small 
that  it  will  be  unable  to  earn  a  fair  dividend.  In 
this  case  the  Government  is  likely  to  becon e  weary 
of  paying  t-  e  deficiency  after  a  few  years.  The 
success  of  the  wholes therefore, depends  upon  the  use 
rrdde  of  the  Bank  by  the  fellahin.

Art.  1,-  The  Government  Is  authorised  te  partici¬ 
pate  In  the  constitution  of  an  Egyptian  corporation
